Verity that it is the avowed Dod@rine pope to hav 
of Roman Catholicks > That the Pope {guys 
hath power to declare Herefte, and who **mporalibue, 


are Hereticks , to excommunicate Em- 
perors, Kings, and all Magiſtrates, to obſolve all their 
Subjefts from their obedience, to depoſe and dethrone 
them,& confer their Kingdoms on others. And more- 
over» that ſo ſoon as any one is excommunicate ipſo 
faftobis Subjefts are abſolved from his Government, 
and from the Oath of Allegianee, whereby they were 
bound unto him: This js ſo palpable, that it needs no 
Probate > they that run may read it in their Books. 
Ceſar Baronins Anno 108g. n. 11. alledgeth and 
commendeth out of Ivo a Brewe of Pope UVrbane the 
ſecond, wherein it is pronounced , that they are no 
Homicides that kill ſuch as are excommunicate. Gre- 
' gory the 7th wulgo called Pope Hildebrand, {ets down 

amongſt the Popes Priviledges: That the Pope may 
uſe the Arms of the Empire: Ghbat Princes muſt Kiſs 
bis feet : That it is lawfull for bim to depoſe Empe-

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rors ;, .That he is no Catholick, perſon, nor ſo to be 


accounted, that agrees not with the Church of Rome : 
That be may abſolve ſubjcs from their fidelity, ibid. 
1076. n. 32. Greg. 7. Ep.l. 2+ Ep. 55. Touthis Do- 
arine give teſtimony Bannes, Franciſcus de Viforia, 
Symancha, Pacenſis, Dr. Nicholas Sanders, Gregory 
of Valence, Mariana the Jeſuice proceeds to quacung; 
Arte, and that not only lawfully, but with glory and 
commendations. Suarez a Portugunez and Profefdor 
in the Univerſity of Coimbra maintains, that the Pope 
hath ſuperiority over Kings as Snbjets to depole 
them , not only for ſpiritual crimes, as re and 
Schiſm bat for Temporal faults , becauſe that a Ty- 
rannical Goverment tendeth alwaies to the deſtruCti- 
on of fouls. And he Avers, that when a King is ſen- 
tenced by the Pope to Deprivation or Death ; the 
Execntioner who is firſt in place is he ro whom the 
Pope ſhall commit the Authority. Andit there be 
no direction , or aflignation in the ſentence Special 
nor General, then de Jure it appertains ro the next 
Succeflor (which moſtly is a Son, Daughter, Brother, 
or one very ncarof kin, A moſt pious opinion | ) fo 
as the Succeſſor be apparent, and alſo that he be A Ca- 
tholick.: Barit he be doutbful, or zo Catbolick, then 
it deyolyes to the Commonalty of the Kingdom. He 
alſo makes a Tyrant in title, and a Tyrant in Regi- 
ment, this cannot be reſiſted or killed without the* 
Popes ſentence : the other may be killed by any pri- 
vate man whatſoever. $0 that you ſee all Kings are 

tenants 
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tenants at will for their Kingdoms and for their 
lives; and that there may be never any fayler of Exe- 
cutioners, he hath chalked out a ſeries or Succeſſion 
of Aſſaſſones, or Hangmen never to fail. Bellarmine 
hath taken upon him to be a principal Patron of this 
Dodrine in ſeveral treatiſes, eſpecially de Rom. Pont. 
5. ibid. c. 5. where {uch facts are juſtified as done de 
jure, and pleaded as evidences to prove that the Pope 
hath f npreme power temporal on earth, though not 
direftly yet in ordine ad Denm, for all ſpiritnalia : 
the writings of Allen, Parſons, Sanders and Creſwel, 
their Doleman Philopater, and Roſſens (4 book cano- 
nized by the Pope in conſiſtory ) are ſo ſcandalous this 
way, that asa true Proteſtant I abhor to report the 
things they write. 

Anſwerable to this Dodrine hath the praGice of Romiſh pre 
the Popes been for divers ages together, and in divers rable to cher 
Countries, Leo Iſaurnus the Emperor of Conſtantins- —_— 
ple was excommunicated by Gregory the ſecond, his 
Country given away to the Lombards, whereby he 
and his Succeſlors loſt all che weſtern Empire, which 
the Pope and the French King afterwards ſhared be- 
rween them. Ludowvicus Pins that was King of 
France, and Emperor 800 years after Chriſt, was 
thruſt out of his Kingdome by the Pope, and the 
French Clergy afſ-mblcd in the deteſtableCouncil at 
Compendrum armed his Sons (Pippin, Lewis, and Lo- 
tharins Jagainſt their Father, ſo that they put him in 
hold, the Biſhop of Rome conſenting and helping

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them. Then in the ſaid Council the ſame Biſhops 
and Prelates condemned and depoſed him and made 
him betake himſelf ro a Monks ark Childerick that 
was King of France alittle before him was depoſed, 
_ and thruſt into a Monaſtery by the Pope's adwice, 
who for that purpoſe diſcharged the French of their 
Allegiance ro him : Otho the great, the Empzror An. 
963 was in danger to be caſt out of [taly by Pope 
John the 12th. Pope Bennet endeavoured to- put b 

H. the 1. from pcing Emperor, for which end he ſent 
a Crown to Peter K ing of Hungary with this Inſcrip- 
tion, The Rock hath given Rome fo Peter,and the Pope 
hath given this Crown to thee. H, the 4. the Emperor 
was hornbly vexed with three Popes, Hildebrand, 
Urbane, and Paſchalis; Hild:brand excommunica- 
ted. him, and abſolved his Subjze&s rom their obedi- 
ence , and firſt (et up againſt him-Rodulph the Duke 
of Sweden and- Burgundy, and: ſent him. a Crown 
with this inſcription: The Kock gave the Crown to 
Peter,and Peter gives it to Rodulpb:but he miſcarried, 
and dyed miſerably in his Treaſon, then Urban ſer 
up Conradus his Son; and after his death another 
Son.. The Extremities and Indignities whereunto 
the Pope brought this noble Emperor have filled the 
Books of Writers. Among many others, this was one, 
that Pope Hildebrand would not releaſe him from 
his Excommunication tall, in the midſt of Winter, he 
came barefooted to Canuſeum , where the PopeHay, 
and:ſo waited three dayes before the Gates of his 


Palace 
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Palace for his Abſolurion ,- which he bardly obtained 
by che interceſſion of Dutcheſs Matilds,and not long 
enjoyed, being ſtill undermined by the Popes Trea- 

ons to his dying day.H.cheg.hisSon wasExcommuni- 
cated by Pope Paſchalis. Creeping comes Frederick 
Barbaroſſa unto Alexander the 3. and kifſeth his feer, 
to obtain abſolution from Excommunication, Would 
you think it ? he ſets his foor on the neck, of the Em- 
peror proftrate before him, and, as well became the 
Vicar of Hell, applics to himſelf ig that fat, Thou 
ſhalt walk on the Aſþ and Baſilisk,, the Lion and 
theDragor ſhalt thou tread under thy feet.g1.p.5.l.13. 
the Prince anſwered, I do it not to thee, but to Peter, 
the Pope replyed mihi e&- Petro. Naucler. Chron. This 
one deportment of the Pope proclaimed him in pride 
the great Divel incarnate, and I wonder if ever this 
blaſphemy were forgiven. H. the (Tocrk which 
was Son to this Frederick and his wite\the Emprels , 
were crowned by the Pope holding the Crown be- 
tween his feet, and fo ſetting it on their heads, and 
then ſtriking it off again with his foot, to ſhow that 
he had pou -r to depoſle him. H. the ſeventh com- 
monly called Lucenborow (after the Pope, and his 
Cardinals oppoling his Coronation) was ar laſt poy- 
ſoned by a Monk in the Sacrament : When Albert 
the firſt ſent to Pope Boniface to confirm his election, 
he rcetuſed ro do i It, and ſaid that he himſclf was both 
Emperor and Pope, in fign whereof (the time of Fu- 
bilee then being) he ſhewed himſelt che firſt day in 
B 3 his 
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his Pontifical Robes, and the next day in the babit of 
an Emperor, with a' naked ſword born before him,ſay- 
ing with a lowd voice, Behold here are two ſwords, 
This is he of whom-they wrice that he ſtudied to ſub- 
duc Emperors, K ings, Princes and Nations,and ende- 
voured according to the luſt of his own mind to give 
and take away Kingdoms. To omit Philip the bro- 
ther of H. the 6, Otho the 4. Frederick the 7. Ludo- 
vicus Bawarns, Charles the 4. Winceſlaus, Sigiſ- 
mund, Toane the Oneen of Naples, Manfred and Con- 
radinus Kings of Naples and Sicilie, Philip Auguſtus 
the French King, Fulian and Lawrence the Dukes 
of Florence, and divers other Kings and Emperors, u- 
ſed by ſeveral Popes as ill as che reſt were. H.the third 
late King of France after infinite trealons and con(pi- 
racics of the Sorboniſts againſt him, was at laſt mur- 
dered by a Frier, which murder Sixtxs Quintus by a 
ſolemn Orarion in the Conſfiſtory 2.Sept.1559.com- 
mended to the skies as rarum, in figne &- memorabile 
facinus.H.z. his Succeſlor was wounded by a Diſciple 
of the Feſuits, ſuborned thereunto by the Jeſuics, in 
memory whereof a Pillar was erected in Parzs againſt 
the Feſuits, & they baniſhed the Realm ; Thereisa 
book written by Fr.de Verona a Papiſt, in defence of 
bim, that did this as a woſt noble deed joined with 
vertue, and heroical, comparable with the greateſt 
E deed that ever was done.

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affirming quite contrary to the Doctrine of the Ve- 
netians, that the temporal power of Princes 'is {u- 
bordinate to the power Fcclefiaſtical, and ſubject to 
it, That he hath a power: ro deprive Princes of their 
eſtates for their faults in their government, - yea 
(though they have not.commured any fault )when the 
Pope ſhall judge ir fir for the good of rhe Church, 
and that he may free ſubjz&s from rhe oath of A4lle- 
giance which they owe unto” their; Prances, in which 
caſe they are obliged to caſt off all ſubje&ion and e-- | 
yen to purſue their Prince if the Pope command it. 
There was fome difference of the manner among the 
Papalins, but the greater part fpake plainly, chat the 
Pope hath all authority in Heaven and Earth, both 

iritual and temporal ower all Princes of the world, 
no otherwiſe than over his Subjects andVaſſals, 
that he might correc them tor any fault whatſoever , 
that he 1s a temporal Monarch over all the Earth, that 
men might appeal to him from any temporal Sove-- 
r4ign Prince, that he might give laws to all Princes, 
Annul thoſe that were made by them, that the Ec- 
clefraſticks are not ſnbje& tothe Priuce, no not im caſe 
of Treaſon , and that they are not bound to obey 
their Laws, unleſs it were v2 directiva. And that 
they owe not unto the Prince either Contribution, 
Cuſtoms , or Obedience; that the Pope canuot err or 
fail, and therefore it 15 neceflarie ro obey his com- 
mands,be tbey juſt,or 4njuſt; that though all the world 
differ from the Pope, yet it is meet to yeild. co him, 
and he is not exculcd fromfin, who:follows not his 
advice, 
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advice,though all theworld judge it to be falſe, Their 
Books were alſo full of ſuch. other Maximes, that 
the Pope is 4 God upon Earth , that the ſentence of 
God and the Pope is one and the ſame thing, as 
alſo the Tribunals, and the Court of God and the 
Pope , that to doubt of che power of the Pope, is as 
much as to doubt of the power of God. If theſe be not 
monſtrous blaſphemies againſt God , and Rebellious 
and Treaſonable tenents againſt Princes, I do not 
know whatare: In purſuance of theſe Opinions the 
Pope did proceed to declare and pronounce for ex- 
communicated (as if they had been particularly na- 
med) the Dake and the Senate which then were, and 
which ſhould be hereafter , together with all their 
Favourers, Councellors and Adherents, if within 24 
daics to be accounted from the day of their publica- 
rion ( which he appointed in three terms each of 
8 daies) the Duke and the Senate did not revoke and 
diſannull ome Decrees which they had paſſed , and 
all that which had followed thereupon, wichout any 
exception or excuſe ; with divers other ſeveritics , as 
not to be abſolved but by the Pope , denying them 
Chriſtian Burial, Maſſes and Divine Services to be 
celebrated, depriving them of all their goods, privi- 
ledges, Indults, &c. reſerving to himſelt and his Suc- 
celflors,power to aggravate,and re-agprayate the Cen- 
{ures and penalties againſt them. 

Pope Innocent the third charged Fohbn King of En- 
gland and the French King to keep the Churches 
peace under pain of his Cxrſes, and in the Proceſs 

CXCOmM- 
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excommunicated the French K ing for taking Arms a- 
gainſt King Fohn. Afterwards the ſame Innocent 
excommunicates King Fobn,and arms the French King 
with the ſpiritual Sword to make war, authorizing 
King Fohn's own natural Subjets to rebel againſt 
him, until the poor King was brought fo low, that 
he was content to become the Pope's Farmer of his 
own Kingdom ; but being once admitted his Tenant, 
and become Farmer to the Church of Rome , his pri» 
viledge was greater, and his Perſon more ſacred than 
it had been by being God's Vicegerent ; for that the 
Councel of Lateran excommunicated all ſuch as did 
or ſhould moleſt or vex him, ſo long as he remained 
the Churches Rent-gatherer. In the year 15 34. when 
H.8. denied the Pope obedience, commanding all his 
Subjects not to carry any money to Rome, nor to pay 
the Ordinary Peter-pence , declaring that the Pope 
ſhould be Biſhop of Rome,but himſclt ſole Lord of bis 
Kingdom ; and putting forth an Edict, whereinthe de- 
clared himſelf ( having been by the Clergy of the 
Convocation in this 22. year recognized ) Supreans 
head of the Church of England , and puniſhed capi- 
tally who ever ſaid that the Pope of Rome had any 
Authority here , chaſing out the ColleQors of Peter- 
pence, and procuring the Parliament to approve all 
theſe things, for which Clement the 7. theatned to 
excommunicate him , which Ann. Dom. 17. December 
1538. Paul the chicd ( who, though for four years 
thought it wiſdom to hold a weapon within the ſcab- 
berd which had no other edge but what was given by 
theopinion of thoſe cam whom it was uſed ) did 
brandith 
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brandiſh the thander-bolt of excommunication made 
three years before, ſuch as never was uſed by his 
Predeceflors, nor imitated by his Succeflors, wherein 
the puniſhments to the King were deprivation of his 
K ingdom, and to his Adherents of whatſoever they 
poſleſſed, commanding his Subjects to deny him obe- 
dience, and ſtrangers to have any commerce in that 
Kingdom : and all to take Arms againſt, and to per- 
ſecute both himſelf and his followers, granting them 
their Eſtates and Goods for their prey, and their per- 
ſons for their Slaves. And did not the Earl of Deſ- 
mond in the daies of the ſame Henry profer the K ing- 
dom of Ireland unto the French King, ( the Inſtru- 
ment whereof yet remains upon Record in the Court 
at Paris) And the Biſhop of Rome afterwards trans- 
ferred the title of all our Kingdoms unto Charls the 
sth, which by new Granes was confirmed unto his 
Son Philip in the time of Q. Eliz. with a reſolution 
to ſettle this Crown upon the Spaniſh Infanta, which 
Donations (however in themſelves invalid) may yet 
ſuggeſt ſpecious Arguments and Encouragements to 
Potent and Aſpiring Pretenders(eſpecially if Popiſhly 
affeQed, and how ſoon that may be, I am nor Wizard 
ſufficient to divine) who will be able to ſupply all the 
defe&s of them , if their {words ſhould happen to 
prove to be the ſharpeſt and the longeſt ; And they 
cannot fail of good ſtore of Adjurtants whilſt Jeſuits 
and Roman Vaſſals are fo numerous, and have ſuch 
intercſt amongſt us, 
And did not Alexander the 3. An. Dom. 1571. 
canonize for a Saint Thomas A Becket condemned for 
a 
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a Traitor,as being ſlain for the defence of the Eccleſi- 
aſtical power 8&liberty?Whoſe ſolemn feaſt theChurch 
of Rome doth Annually obſerve. From whole death, 
though H.2. purged himſelf by Oath, yer could not be 
abſolved till he had done ftrange penance : 1. That 
he ſhould pray deyoutly at the Tomb of this new Mar- 
tyr. 2. That he ſhould be whipt in the Chapter-houſe 
receiving of every Monk one laſh. 3. That he ſhould 
maintain 200 Soldiers for a year at Hieruſalem. And 
4. revoke the Declaration publiſhed at Clarindon. 
When Tyr-oen rebelled in Ireland An. 1602. 
the School DoGtors of Salamanca ſent the Papiſts 
there this determination. That the Pope might 
by Arms reftrain ſuch as oppoſed the Catholick Re- 
ligion, that Tyr-oens war againſt the Queen was 
Juſt, and by authority from the Pope, and that 
all Catholicks were bound to further him in the 
ſame; and ſo doing, their merit and hope of cter- 
nal reward ſhould be no leſs than if they had warred 
againſt the Turk, But all Catholicks had ſinned mor- 
tally that bad ſerved the Engliſh againſt Tyrone, 
neither ſhoulÞthey obtain ſalvation, or be abſolyed 
by any Prieft from their ſins, unleſs they repented and 
forſook the Camp of the Engliſh. The ſame thing was 
alſo to be deemed of ſuch as in that war had helped 
the Engliſh with Arms, Ammunition, or payed them 
the accuſtomed Subſidies. But ſuch as were in Tyr- 
ocn's Camp in no caſe were Traytors, nor had denyed 
any due obedience, or unjuſtly occupied the Queens 
Lands, but rather had endeavoured to ſet at liberty 


themſelves and their Conntry, being oppreſſed with 
C 2 unjuſt 
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unjuſt and impious Tyranny , and to their power d:- 
fended the Orthodox Faith, as Chriſtians, as Catho- 
licks ought to do. Refert Queſt. Bipart in M. G. 
Blackw. p. 156. This was the Reſolution of the 
Pope's Univerſity 1n old Caſtilia, for the confirmation 
of as vile and deteſtablea Rebellion as ever was. The 
like was done in Deſmond s Rebellion, Dr. Sanders 
being ſent into Ireland, to relolve and encourage the 
Traytors , amongſt whom by the juſt judgement of 
God he diced in extremity and miſery. In 1588. D. 
Allen was made a Cardinal tor promoting that deſign, 
had the Pope's Declaration in Engliſh to be publiſhed 
upon the arrivall of che Fleet, wherein the Sentence 
of Excommunication againſt the Queen was confirm- ' 
ed, and ſhe deprived of her Kingdoms > Honour and 
Dignities, and all men commanded to receive the 
Prince of Parma. Meteran Belgic. HiSt. lib. 15. p. 
3- Queen Eliz. from the thicd year of her Reign, 
(for then O Neal began his Rebellion in Ireland, 
and Pins Quintus ſhortly after, viz. 15 69. excommu- 
nicated her ) was never free from their malice till her 
death, the Popes and cheir Clergy, by Treaſons, In- 
raſbons, Conlpiractes, Rebellions, infamous Writings, 
and all the fury the Devil could ſuggeſt aſſailing her; 
forin the 42.year of her Reign 1600. Clement the 8. 
ſcent two Brewves very privately into England, one to 
the Popiſh Clergy, the other to the People, purport- 
ing that they ſhould admit no man, how near ſoewer 
1 blood, for Kings after the ( Queer s death, unleſ# be 
were ſuch a one as would not only tolerate the Roman 
Religion, but alſo promote the ſame with all his 


might, 
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3 
might , and undertake by oath toperform the ſame. 
Of theſe Monſters were conceiv'd the Spaniſh;:Inva- 
fion of Ireland. The next year after, Gowr:es Con- 
ſpiracy againſt King James was in Scotland , againſt 
whom alſo the ſameBrewve's did molt particularly aim, 
and ſhortly afcer that Monſter of Plots the Gunpow- 
der Treaſon was hatchet by the fomentation of the 
ſame. Breves. 

In the 4.3. year of the Queens Reign Don Fuan 

d Aquila, who was Mayor General of the Catholick, 
Kings in God s War, for maintaining the Faith in 
Ireland publiſhed in writing, That Q. Eliz. was by 
ſentence of the Biſhop of Rome deprived of ber Crown, 
that ber Subjects were abſolved from their Oath of 
Allegiance, and that the Spaniards were come to deli- 
wer Ireland from the Fawy of the Dewvil ( for thoſe 
were his words.) Afrexthedeath of the Queen, King 
ames (notwithſtanding Thomas Winter ( as he him- 
{elf confefled )) and Teſmanda Jeluite being ſent into 
Spain, privily plotted to cut her off, and exclude him 
from his moſt juſt title of ſucce(lion to the Crown of 
England ) ſucceeded her, in' her Thrones and in her 
Thorns, his Allegiance refuled , the Pope's Omni- 
potency maintained, his Perſon diſgraced, reviled, 
counced an Infidel, an Heretick, an Apoſtate, ( Rex 
autem Jacobus a crimine Infidelitatis ſeu Hereſis 09s 
Apoſtaſu.e excuſari non poteſt, ibid. r.c.6.n. 10 ) and 
conſpired againſt; the helliſh Powder Treaſon plotted 
by theſe men , ſince whole Reign we have not been 
quite free from luch attempts, witnels their Rebellion 
and Maſlacres in lreland,and rhat without any provo- 


cation begun 23. Oct, 1641. To 
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o their pra- 


tice add their r5015Clatm of Supremacy over all earthlyCrowns and

Potentates, add but their Doctrine of Infallibility af 
cribed unto their Lord God the Pope, (as blaſphe- 
mouſly enough ſome of his Paraſites and Sycophants 
do ſtile him ) which makes him, according to Dr. 


 Tackson, the Great Antichriſt of the world , and you 


have a compleat, what ? Religion, ſhall I ſlay ? nay,a 
Kingdom of darkneſs and myſtery of Iniquity. For, 
if Mr. Chillingworth, or rather his ircefragable Argu- 
ments are to be crediced , he that affirms the Popes 
Infallibility puts himlelf into his hands and power to 
be led by him at his caſe and pleaſure into all Hereſie, 
and even unto Hell it felf, and cannot with reaſon 
{ay (fo long as he is conſtant ro his ground ) Domine 
cur ita facis ? but muſt believe white to be black, 
and black to be white ; ſin to be piety, and picty to 
be fin; nay ( which is a horrible, buc a moſt certain 
truth) Chriſt to be Antichriſt, and Antichriſt to be 
Chriſt, if it be poſſible for the Pope to lay ſo, which is 
ro make men Apoſtate from Chriſt to his pretended 
Vicar, but real Enemy. In as much as he that requires 
that his Interpretations of any Law ſhould be obeyed 
az.cruc, ſeem they ro mens underſtandings never fo 
ditſonant from it ( as the Pope doth ) requires indeed 
that his Interpretations ſhould be the Laws, and he 
that ſo believes them (though to his privace judgment 
they ſeem unreaſonable }) 1s indeed congruouſly dil- 
poſed to hold Adultery a venial fin, and Fornication 
no fin : All cemporal Crowns, all the world over, to 
be at the Popes diſpoſal, whenloever he and his Ad- 
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herents ſhall ſo declare. If. I'ſhould pretend to be- 
lieve the Bible, yer would nnderſtand it as the chief 
Mufty ſhould interpret it , who would nor fay [ were 
a Chriſtian in pretence only , bur indeed and truth a 
Mabumetan ? 

When the Jeſuites were baniſhed the Repub- 
lick of Venice,they left nothing of importance within 
the Houſe , but being fearched at Padua,were fonnd 
many copies of a certain Writing containing 18 
Rules, under this title, Regule aliquot ſervande, ut 
cup Orthodoxa Eccleſia were ſentiamus : i.e.Rules 
which ought to be obſerved, to the end that our be- 
lief may be conformable to that of the Orthodox 
Church; in the 17. whereof there is a Preſcription 
to take heed how men preſs and inculcate too much 
the Grace of God: & in the 3.it is contained, that men 
muſt believe the Higrarchicall Church, although it 
tell us that is black which our eye judgeth to be white. 

Put all this together , and I appeal to all Princes, 
Proteſtant and Popiſh , nay, Turkiſh and Hea- 
theniſh, if that in prudence they ought nor. to- 
provide againſt chis common Enemy , by wholſom 
and ſevere Laws, both ſanguinary and other ; efpe- 
cially conſidering that this Duel between the Sowes 
reignty of Kings and the proud uſurpation of thePope 
in Temporalibus hath been Jong a fighting , andche 
Cudpels ſtill held up by the Pope, wherein if this 
pretence of his by Bulls and Brewes to make Sowe- 
reign Princes as the Banditi, and to proſcribe their 
lives, and to-expole their Kingdoms to-prey, and all 


perſons that ſubmit tothe Popes power, be not by all 
pollible

pretied'and punithed. The Stare of K ings Chriſtian, & 


other(tor it is a common Caulc)w 11] be no other than 
the corment feigned to be in the Hell of the Heathen, 

vi%.a man gorgeouſly clad, Princely attended, deli- 
cately feeding, &c. with a {word hanging over his 
head by a ſmall hair , ready every moment to be cut 
down by an accurſing and accurſled hand. 

Therefore take the example of the wiſeſt Repub- 
lick in the world, (to lay nothing as yer of our own 
Kingdom) the State of Venice, how they managed 
che quarrels berween them and Paul the 5. maintain- 
ing that the Pope hath no power to abbrogare the 

Laws of Princes in temporal matters, nor to deprive 
them of their Eſtates, or free their Subje&s from their 
Allegiance, which they owe unto them ; that to de- 
pole-Kings is.a new thing, never attempted til] about 
500 years figace, againſt the Scriptures, and the ex- 
amples of Feſus Chriſt, and of his Saints, and that to 
teach that in caſe of controverſte between a Pope and 
a Prince it is lawful to-purſue him by fraud and o- 
pen force; or, that the Subjects which rebel againſt 
him do by that means obtain remiſſion of their ins, i; 
a Dodctrine {editious and facrilegious ; that Eccleſra. 
ſticall men by Divine Law are not exempted from ſe. 
cular-power , neither in their perions, nor in their 
goods :; that notwithſtanding any exemption, the 

Prince hath ſtill power over their perſons and goods 

whenſoever neceſſity conſtrains bim , to ſerve bimſelf 
of them : that the'Pope ought not to think himlelf 
infallible; that the Authority of binding and looſing 
oughe 
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ought to be with this caution, C/awe non errante, (ee- 
ing God hath commanded.the Paſtor to. follow the 
merit and jnſtice of the canſe,not his own inclination, 
that according to the DoGtrine of S. Auſtin, the Ex- 
communication of a multitude ,- or of him who. com- 
mandeth , and is followed by a great number of. peo- 

le, 1s pernicious and ſacrilegious, that the new name 
of blind obedience invented by Ignatius Loyala (ta- 
king away the eſſence of that wertue , which ought to 
work by certain knowledge and eleftion, expoſeth us to 
ſin ) doth not excuſe him that is deceived by the 
Ghoſtly Father, and may ingender Seditions, as it 
hath been ſeen within this few years, fince that abuſe 
bath been introduced. 

They proceeded yet farther, complaining againſt 
the Teſwits, that they had been the Authors and In- 
ſtruments of all uprores , ſeditions, confuſions, and 
ruines happening within their times, in all Kingdoms 
and Stares in the world. Wherefore 14. Juni 
1606. they did decree, That that the Congregation of 
Teſuites, having been received at Venice from their 
ficſt beginning, and there ever fince favoured, they 
on the contrary .returning nothing. but Ingratitude 
rowards the Republick,, and ſhewing themſclves ſtill 
inclinable to do all forts of evil offices to the State ; 
in which diſpoſition they yet continued by inſupport- 
able Enterprizes, and infolent Calumnies, ſeeking all 
occaſions to offend them. For theſe cauſes they 
ſhould never be admitted or received in any place of 
the State, - nor this Decree revoked, unle(s the whole 
Proceſs againſt them were-firſt read in full Senate, 
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(which conſiſts of 180 Senators ) ſhould give ſuf. 
frage for their Revocation. And this was one certain 
Argument of their enormous and evident crimes, 
that there was not any one perſon of ſo great a num- 
ber, who ſpake any thing in favour of them: and in 
the Seruteny made by fecret voices; all were fotnd 
unanimous to decrce their perpetual baniſhment : 
And when they went away, ( which was two hours 
within night) and when their Superior ( wholaſt of 
all entred the Barque ) demanded BenediSion of the 
Vicar of the Patriarch, the multitude cried out, Ande 
in mall bora, Go with a vengeance, or, in the Devils 
name. 

| The State. proceeded yet higher, rot being content 
with the baniſhment of the Teſnits, and diſmiſſion of 
the Capuchins and Theatines , they made fome ſan- 
guinary Laws , giving ſome commands to the Eecle- 
fiafticks, under pain of death ; yet was this great 
Quarrel and Aﬀair managed with fo much prudence 
and dexterity , that no bloud of any man was ſhed 
for Contempt or Rebellion. 

What the French King did to the Feſwites , the 
Pyramis ereted in Paris. to their Infamy ( though 
now demoliſhed ) gave abundanr teftimony. And 
how contrary the Tenents of the Gallican Church are 
to the Tenents of Rome, in reterence to the power the 
Pope claims over temporal Princes, is ſo apparent and 
known, that it-needs no furecher publication,and was 
but as it were yeſterday on the ſtage again at Paris, 
promoted by the Feſuirs, and declared againſt by the 


K ing and Parliament of Paris. 
| As 
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As it is not unworthy our obſervation here to con» ys, of 

ſider how that after H. the 4th. (ſurnamed the Great $2 Prom- 
of France) bred a Proteſtant, had changed his Reli- 
gion, and (contrary to the perſwafion of the Duke 
of Sully, the reaſons of his firſt ſeat of Fubtice, and 
the ſupplication of the Vniverſity of Paris) had a- 
gain re-admitted the Jeſuits (juſtly baniſhed by the 
ſolemn EdiQt of the Court of Parliament , as Corrup- 
ters of Youth, Diſturbers of the publick peace, and 
- enemies to the King and Realm,) and that ( as Hiſto- 
rians relate) only for fear they ſhould ſend him the 
ſame way they did H. the 3. ( who was baſely mur- 
dered by Fames Clement a wretched Facobin Frier by 
inſtigation of Father Commolet and other Feſnits ) 
was yet ſtabb'd to the heart by Rawillac, a Raſcal Vo- 
tary,& that by encouragemene of the Feſwits,after he 
had wonderfully obliged them, not only by their re- 
admiſſion , bur receiving them into great Favours, 
making Father Cotton his Confeſſor, giving them his 
Houle at La Fleſche for a Colledge , with Endow- 


ments, &c. 

| So it is as admirable in the cies of all the Obſervers 
of God's Providence, how miraculouſly Queen Eliz. 
a Virgin, was fignally proteted by God, in whom 
only ſhe truſted and to whole protettion alone ſhe 
commitred her Perſon and the Proteſtant Religion, 
ſo that ſhe died quietly in her bed, full of glory , and 
full of daies, having quelled all her enemies, maugre 
Sommervwile 'dagge &- Parry dagger , and Squire &- 
Lopez. their poiſoning Acrtifices, and all the Fury and 
deviliſh Machinations at home and abroad, that ney 
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and Jeſuits, France, Spain, and Catholick Princes, 
Forreiga and Domeſtick could uſe and invent, under 
whoſe Regiment the Proteſtant Religion and her Do- 
minions (though well nigh calcined into aſhes with 
fire. and faggot in the late Marian daies ) were re- 
eſtabliſhed. , and have floriſhed ever fince under her 
Proteſtant Royal Succeſfors. ( delign'd allo to the 
ſlaughter by Maſlacres and Gunpowd&#t) owning the 
ſame God, Faith and Religion as ſhe did , withour 
eſtabliſhing or tollerating any other, according to her 
good example, and the tenor of Holy Writ: 

By which and other examples it's obſervable, firſt, 
That the wonderful Providence of God did ſuffer the 
Sword of Rome. to be ſheathed in the bowels of thofe 
K.ings that were Dewotaries and Vaſſals of Rome, & 
did ſafe-guard rhole Princes that reluſed to bear the 
Romifh yoke and tyranny, or to wear its Badge, from 
the fury of Romiſh HeSiors andBurreos. 2.As Romiſh 
Comminations,Uſurpations,& Anathemaes have been 
common to Princes of both Religions, with intend- 
ment to make them all Tenants upon (ufferance and 
at will:ſo. have Princes of both Religions been ſenſible 
bach by Pen ( wherein K. James of ever bleſſed me- 
mory hath been moſt eminent) and praGtile of Rome's 
1njurious incroachments on their temporalties, and 
have as ſtoutly defended them againſt char proud and 
uſurping Chair-. Witneſs amongſt very many Lewis 
the 12th of France, a moderate Prince, who when 
his Realm was interdicited by Pope TJults the 2. 
cauſed. Coins of gold to be ſtamped with his- own 
Imavge,. with this luper{cription, Perdam nomen Baby. 


lanis 


(Cot for Relipron, bi eaJon. 'T- 
lonis e terra, wherein he-did _ Luther i apply-) 
ing Babylon to Rome. Likewile:the Emperor Chartes 
the 5. ( accounted one of che Popes beſt Sons) in 
defence of his Temporalties , little regarding © the 
Pontificality of Pope Clement , kept him priſoner 18 
months' in a peſtilent Priſon. "and: was hardly difs 
fwaded by his Counſel from ſending him Captive in- 
to Spain. What our Princes of borh Religions have 
done againſt tharuſurping power, our Laws and Hi- 
ſtories give abundant teſtimony.” | 

Having lighely couched on the Careand Provifioa XV. 
of other Nations, againſt fuch uſurped Powers and 
Treafons; Let us now-take a curſory view of ſome 

ofmany of our own/Atts , firſt tonfidering: what our 
Laws make Treaſon , be it in whom it will;-Papiſt or 
not Papiſt;  and-then when they became ſanguinary, 
more particularly againſt the Papiſts, and upon what 
account and provocation. 

It is High 'Treafon by our! Laws to compaſs the is 
death of K ing, Q neen, or Eldeſt Son, or to-intend or echer Lows 
imagine any of their Deaths, or to deprive or depoſe a begun 
the K ing or Qxcen, even in one non compos mentis:: 

So to levy war againſt the Keng or Qneen,;or ro prac-: 
tiſe with the Governor of anocher Countrey , to [n- 

vade this Realm; fo to kill tuch as afliſt:the.K ing 

in his wars, or adhere crothe King's cacmies :\'So are 

all Counſellors, Conſenters, Procurers.and Ayders of 
any Treaſon, 25. Edw. 3.c..2.: alt which were bigh 

Treaſon before by the Common Law- of England. 

There are alſo divers: other Offences —_ high 
Treafos' by ocher Statutes made ſince- 1..E1 z, and 
D 3 clpe- 
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elect wy hb Ihe jeu ervation of the ſaid Queen, 
irs, &c;:and'of 'the Dignity of the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm ; and for the avoiding of the 
danger, &c. growing in the whole State by means of 
the juriſdiGion-of the See of Rome heretofore uſurped 
in this 'Kingdom :{as firſt the Maintainers,Conncellors, 
Ayders., Extollers of the Authority of any Forreiga 
Prince, Rrelate, or State, in Spirituall matters within 
any of the King's Dominions , yet.{o as not to be at- 
tainted in bloud, nor forferr:Goods or Lands, and the 
Oath to be tendred to Ecdeſeafticks. Allo the 
Bringers, over of Books defending ſuch Authority ; 
andthe Readers, Hearers, and Juſtificrs of chem ; and 
ſo the Printers , or Utterers of ſuch Books; ſo the 
Refulersof the Oath of Supremacy incur for the firſt 
fault a Premunire, for the next High Treaſon, 5 El:z. 
1. P. Crow 6. 8. the ſecond refulal of the Oath of Al- 
legiance incurs a Premunire, 3. Facob.gz. P. Recus 45. 
To procure a Bull-irom Rome, purporting to abſolve 
and reconcile thoſe that will forſake their Allegiance, 
to the King and ſubmit to the Bull of Rome; or to 
give or take, to grant or promiſe Abſolution, by 
colour of any ſuch Bull, or to uſe or publiſh any ſuch 
Bull; both the Offenders and Procurers, &c. incur

fo ating, whether Proteſtants, Turks, Jews or Hea- 
thens, of what Conntrey, Se}, or Religion (oever ; 
and*that moſtly thoſe Papifts that were condemned 
were indited on the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. and 4. not 
on thoſe Afts made in Q., Elizabetbs time. 

It 15 not unworthy our notice to conſider what the

The Conſiſtories, as'well ge- 
neralias. ſpecial of the Presbyteries, as alla che Aſſent- 
blies. of Lay-men:,, (which had arrogated to-thenr- 
ſelves infinite Authority ) were prohibited both co 
Aſſemble at thcir pleaſure , without confulging the 
K ing, and to preſcribe Laws to the King himſelf, and 
the whole Realm... The popular equality alſo of Mj- 
niſtcrs, was takenaway ; the Biſhops allo reſtored ro 
their Deguity and Jurisdiciion, whole Yocation the 
Presbyteries had condemned as Antichriſtian, and allo 
ſcandalgus Writings againſt the King , .4he. K ing.s 
Mother- and his Councel ; and Buchanan's Hi$tory,and 
a Dialogue of the Priviledge of the Kingdom among 
the Scots were prohibited and ſuppreſſed, as contain- 
ing many things blame-worthy to be obliterated and 
forgotten. Notwithſtanding all this, the Presbytery 


( being 
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being in point of Domination but a Mincedand Can- 
tonized Papacy) brake out into open Rebellion again: 
And 2. Fuly 1605. ſeventeen Scotiſh Minifters, con- 
trary to the Kings former expreſs command , held 
a ſolemn Aſſembly at Aberdeen in Scotland , who be- 
ing convented for the ſame before the Councel, utter- 
ly dented notonly their Lordſbips Authority in that 
behalf, but the King's alfo, alledging,That in matters

temporall Eſtate, &vc. for which Riot, and for de- 
nying the King's ſupremacy in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, 
{ix of che chicf of them the 10. of TFanuary following, 
at Blackneſs were arraigned and condemned of High 
Treaſon. If 'our Presbyters here ſhould avow the 
ſame, the Law would paſs upon them as ſeyerely, as 
being within the conſtruction of the like Ars here.

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58 Death inflited gp Roman Catholicks, 
therefore 'to be depoſed, were for this helps Trea-" 
ſon executed, not for Religion. 

Whoever conſiders rhe anſwer thet Pope Paul 
the fourth gave to Sr. Edward K arne(the Queen's A- 
gent with'the Pope, when he acquainted his Holines 
from the Queen, with the death- of Qucen Mary, and' 
her ſucceſſion to the Crown, nor withour defire that 
all good offices might be reciprocally exchanged be- 
tween them, v7%. that the Kingdom of England was 
held in Fee of the Apoſtolick See, thut ſhe could not 
ſucceed being illegitimate, that he could not contrad it 
the Declarations of Clement the 7th, and Paul the

About the year k57 3. the Spaniard commanded 
the Duke of Mediza-Caly with Vitclli Chapine (who 
a while before 1569. was ſent hither by the Duke of 
Alva, pretending ſettlement of Commerce, but intend- 
ing the obſervation of the ſucceſs of a Rebellion of 
their own hatching ſhortly to break forth; La Motte 
Governor of Dunkzrk having before Gndad our 
Ports in the habit of a Saylor ) to aid the Papiſts in 
England by his Fleet : and about the year 1579. the 
Spaniard armed and ſcat into Ireland Fames Fitz- 
Morrice, a Fugitive and Arch Rebel, who (formerly 
kneeling down before Perrot Preſident of Munſter had 
with lamentable howlings obtain'd his pardon, and 
moſt religiouſly yowed Allegiance to the Queen) lan- 
ded ar Smerwick. in Kerry, having been firſt ſent to 
the Pope from the King of Spain, from whom, by the 
ſolicitation of Saunders an Engliſh,and Allen an Iriſh 
Prieſt, and having gotten money, and Legative Au- 
tbority committed to Sanders, and an Hollowed Ban- 
ner and , commendatory Letters to the King of Spain, 
was ſoon after his landing lain ( his own Father and 
Brothers abhorriog his breach of Faith plighted fight- 
ing againſt him) and his quarters hung up at K ilma-

34 Death infiifled on Roman Catholicks, 
lock,, where he had ſolemnly vowed Altegiance to the 
Queen in the Church before Perror. 

In the year 1580. San Joſepho was ſent by the 
Pope and Spaniard into Ireland ( now given to the 
K ing of Spain by the Pope, as forfeited to him for the 
Qyeens Hereſfie ) to rediice that Realm to-his obedi- 
ence with 700 men, fore-ranners of a greater force 
intended to be ſent after ; but by the ſpeedy defeat 
of thoſe already landed, they were diſcouraged co 
_—_ chat Attion : which Invafton was procured to 

done by the K ings own Ortlers , both by the Let- 
ters of Secretary Eſconedo and of Guerres to the King; 
and alſo by divers other Letters wherein the particu- 
lar Conferences were ſer down concerning this Enter- 
prize Between, Cardinal R:ario the Popes Legate and 
the K ings Deputy in Spain touching the General , the 
number of men, the contribution of money , and the 
nanner of proſecuting this war, and by the confeſfion 
of lome of the chief priſoners taken at the Fort Del Or. 
Theſe, with divers other like praiſes, as'a continual 
Receipr comfort and countenance byAudience,Penfi- 
ons & Imployments which he gave ro Engliſh & Iriſh 
Trayrors and Fugitives,as Weſtmerland, Pazet, Engle- 
Feld, Baſtinglaſs, and others do abundantly thew the 
conſtant rancor of Kome and Spain againſt the Queen 
and the Proteſtant Religion. 

It would be too tedrous to tel! of all the Rebellions 
and Conſpiracies on the Papiſts account before Cuth- 
bert Mayne was executed. However it will not be 
much arniſs ro tell you ont of Hreronymo Catcna in 
the life of Pixs Onintus, how inflamed Pixs Quintus 

was 
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was with zeal, to reſtore the Romiſh Religion in Eng. 
land , and withal to remove Q. Elizabeth from ber 
Kingdom; for effefing of which he laboured might 
and main with the Engliſh Papiſts, Spaniards, French 
and Portugals, publiſhed a Ball , depoſed the Pucen 
from her Scepter, abſolwed her Subje&s from all 
Oaths and Obedience, ſending printed Copies thereof 
to Robert Ridolpho ( a Gentleman of Florence whom 
he bad ſuborned living here pretending Merchandiz- 
iovg, who alſo before bad been a Conſpirator with the 
Duke of Norfolk and others in their Treaſons) to be 
diſperſed all over England, urging the Spaniards fo 
ſtrongly to aid the Confſpirators, that he promiſed to 

o himſelf to their Succour, and if need were to mor- 
gage all the Goods of the Apoſtolick, See, Chalices, 
Croſſes, and boly Veſtments. All this and much more 
hath Catexa ( Secretary to Cardinal Alexandrins the 
Popes Nephew ) writren,. whereof fome things were 
unknown to the Engliſh , before ſuch time as he di- 
vulged them in his Book printed at Rome with the 
Priviledge of Sextus Quintus 1588. 

I am confident no ſober minded perſon in the 
world will judge the Queen either over-haſty or cruel, 
that after ſo many years Rebellions and Confpiracies, 
publick and private , ſhould atlengeh make and put 
her ſevereſt Laws in execution againſt ſuch implaca- 
ble enemies of her Peace, and God's true Faith and 
Religion. 

W hilſt the Duke of Aniox abode here, the Queen, 
co take away the fear that Religion would be altered, 
and Popery tolleratcd, being overcome with importu- 
F 2 nate 
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nate ſtir, permitted that Edmund Campion (ſometime 
Fellow of St. Fohns Colledge in Oxon , and Proftor of 
the Univerſity, being made a Deacon, difſembled the 
Proteſtant Religion , until he withdrew himſelf our 
of England) a Feſuit, Ralph Sherwin, Luke Kirby, 
and Alexander Briant, Prieſts, ſhould be arraigned, 
who being indicted on the A& of Treaſon ( not of 
Religion) 25 Edw. 3. and charged that they had com- 
palled and imagined the deſtruction of the Queen and 
Realm ,, adhered to the Biſhop of Rome the Queen's 
enemy and had come into England to diſturb the 
quiet ſtate of the Realm, and to gather forces, were 
condemned to die.: And'whereas they obſtinately 
defended the Popes Authority againſt the Queen, were 
executed. For Campion after he was condemned, 
being ask'd firſt, whether Queen Elizabeth were a 
lawfull and rightfull Queen? refuſed to anſwer : then 
whether he would take part with the Queen , or the 
Pope, if he ſbould ſend forces againſt the Queen ? he 
openly profeſied and teſtified under his hand, That he 
would ſtand for the Pope. Afterwards ſome others 
alſo were execured for the fame cauſes ; whereas in 
full ten years after the Rebel/;on | find no more than 
five Papiſts put to death, & thoſe not without citing, 
ariaigning, conviction, and rhat upon proot, and that 
againſt Laws eſtabliſhed and then in force : Such 
certainly were thele times rhat the Queen ( who as 
Hivtorians contemporary wich her oblerve, newer 
thought mens conſctences were to be forced) com- 
plained many times, chac ſhe was driven of necefliry 
totake theſe courſes , unlels ſhe would contribute to 
the 
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che deſtrudtion of her (elf & her Subjefs, under colour 
of conſcience and the Catholick Religion; yet for the 
moſt part of thoſe ſilly Prieſts ſhe did nor bclievethem 
to be guilty of practiſing the deſtruction of their 
Countrey : But thole Superiors were they whom the 
held to be Inſtruments of this foul Crime, for ſo much 
as they which were ſent, committed the full and free 
diſpolure of themlelves to their Superiors ; for when 
thoſe which were taken were askt, Whether by Au- 
thority of the Bull of Pius Quintus Biſhop of Rome, 
the SubjeFs were ablolved from the Oath of Allegi- 
ance towards the Queen, in ſuch ſort that they mighe 
take up Arms againſt cheic Prince ; whether they 
thought her to belawful Queen ; whether they-would 
ſubſcribe to Sanders and Briſtows Opinion , of the 
authority of that Bull; whether if the Biſhop of 
Rome ſhould wage war againſt the Queen, they would 
Join with her or him? Some an{wered ambiguouſly, 
others ſtoutly, and ſome by prevarication, or ſilen:e 
ſhifted off the queſtion in ſuch ſort, that ſome Catho- 
licks themſelves more ingenuous than others, began 
to ſuſpe&t they hatched ſome Treachery, inſomuch 
that F. Biſhop,though devoted to the Biſhop of Rome, 
wrote againſt chem. Notwithſtanding all chis,great 
numbers of Prieſts crept daily into England, who- 

privily felt mens minds, ſpread abroad, That Princes 
excommunicate were to be depoſed , That ſuch Prin- 
ces as profeſſed not the Romiſh Religion bad forfeited, 
their Regal Authority ; That thoſe men that bad en- 

tred into Holy Orders, were by a certain Eccleſtaſtical 


freedom exempted from all Turiſdiction of Princes, 
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and not bonnd by their Laws, nor ought to reverence 
their Majeſty ; and that the Biſhop of Rome hath Su- 
pream Anthority and full power over the whole world, 
yea, even in temporal matters; and that the Magi- 
ſtrates of England were nolawfull Magiſtrates, and 
therefore not to be accounted for Magiſtrates , yea, 
that all things whatſoever done by the Queens Autho- 
rity, from the time that the Bull declaratory of Pius 
Qnintus was publiſhed, were by the Laws of God and 
Man altogether void. And ſome of them difſembled 
not that they were returned into England with no 
other intent, than by reconciling in Confeſſ.on, to ab- 
ſolve every one in particular from all Oaths of Alle- 
zance and Obedience to the Queen, like as the (aid 
Bull did abſolve them at once in general. And this 
ſcemed theeaſfier to be effeed, for that they promi- 
ſed withal abſolntion from all mortal fin ; and the ſa- 
fer, becauſe it was performed more cloſely, and «der 
the ſeal of Confeſſion. 

Theſe thingsand the like extorted from the Eſtates 
of the Kealm , which were aſſembled at Weſtminſter 
in Jannary 25 Eliz. new and more ſevere Laws a- 
gainſt the Papiſts, wherein they are declared guilty of 
High Treaſon, who ſhall diſſwade the ſubjects from 
their obedicnce to their Prince, and from the Reljgi- 
on eſtabliſhed in England, or ſhall reconcile them to 
the Church of Rome, *and thoſe allo which ſhall be fo 
diſſwaded or reconciled. Thoſe alſo which ſhall ſay 
Maſi are fined 200 marks and impriſonment for a 
year, and 100 marks and impriſonment for thoſe that 
are preſent : and they which retuſe to go to Divine

ration, and burtful to the Engliſh Nation, for which 
he was in danger of being turned our of the Houſe, 
but upon'his ſubmiſſion he was admitted again into 
the Houſe. , Shortly after he was accuſed by Edmund 
Newil (next heir male to Newil Earl of Weſtmore- 
land and ro the tithe of Lord Latimer) to have plotted 
the taking away of the Queens life; whereupon, being 
ſent to the Tower,he voluntarily confeſſed, that Anno 
15709, he was ſworn one of the Queen's Servants, 
that Anx0.15 80. he was condemned for Bxrglary, at- 
* tempting to kill Hugh Hare in bis Chamber , but the 
Queen pardoned bim; that he had vowed himſelf ro 
the Cathelick Religion , and at Paris was reconciled 
to the Chureh of Rome; that.at Venice he conſulted 
with -Benedi9 Palimo; andalſo with Watts & Prieft, 
and Chrejftor a Scottiſh Jeſnite, about killing the 
Queen ; that he received Letrers of fafe Condutt from 
Cerdinal Como to come to Rome, where he conſulted 
the Pope bimſelf abour che ſame , thinking ic a grie- 
vous fin to give over his Emterprize, incaſe the Pope 
would approve it by his Letters, and grant hima 
Plenary Pardon: Being returned into England with 
thac horrid Reſolution, he got often accels ro the 


Queen , whole undaunted! deportmene made him 
depart 


depart with terror, confeſling that ſhe ſaid unto hinij 


that no Catbolicks fbould be called in Queſtion for Res 


ligion, or the Popes Supremacy , ſo as they ſbewed 
themſelves good Subjefs ; he ſued daily for the Ma- 
fterſbip of S. Katharines , was not minded to. kill 
her , it ſhe could by any means be perſwaded to'deal 
more favourably with the Catholicks, and therefore 
laid away his Dagger, as often as he had Acceſsta 
her. When he confidered her, and her vertues tru- 
ly royal , he ſtaggered, 'his-vows, being in Heeven, 
his Letters and promiſes among men. He, and his 
accuſer Newil took their Reciprocal. Oaths on the 
Bible, and reſolved with'ten Horſemen. to ſet upon 
the Queen , 'as ſhe rid' abroad to take the Air, and 
k:ll ber. All this and more he confeſſed to Lord 
Hunſdon , Sir Chriſtopher Hatton , and Sir Francis 
Walſngham, all privy Councellors, and begged Pat- 
don, by Letters to the Queen, to Lord Burleigh, and 
Leiceſter: Being Arraigned at Weſtminſter Hall, at'the 
Kings Bench his Indi&ment was read , and alſo his 
Confeſſton, which he defired to have read himſelf, 
and which he acknowle to have been voluntary. 
But the Clerk of the Crown read both it and his Let- 
ters to the Queen, Burleigh and Leiceſter ,. and alſo 
Cardinal Coma's Letter to him. Sentence of death 
being pronounced, be. cited the Queen in a Fury, to 
the Tribunal ſeat of God.: 'And on the Ladder, when 
he had vauntingly boaſted , how faithfully a 
Keeper of the Queen he had been , he ſaid his mind 
was newer fully perſwaded to deprive the Queen of 
life, clean contrary to what hethad before confeſſed.

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Cicero never {aid ſo much in the'praiſe of Brutus yy; 
and Caſſivs that ſlew Ceſar in the Senate-Honſe, as 
Como doth to this Traytor to murther the Queen, con- 
trary to the Holy Ghoſt who abhorreth the murther 
of Princes, Who can lay his hands on the Lords an- 
nointed, and be ouiltleſs? faith David to Saul, 1 Sam. 
26. When yet Saul in all mens eſteem was a Tyrant, 
and by the opinion of Papiſts depoſed: Whoever reſiſt 
purchaſe to themſelves damnation,{aichPaul,Rom. 13. 
17. When none were Princes bur ſuch as were ma- 
nifeſt and mighty bloud-ſuckers. William Chreifon 
28 Eliz.in his letter to Sir Fr. Walſngham confeſ- 
ſed, that he was acquainted with the caſe, and con- 
ſulced if it were Treaſon to kill the Queen : Dr. Par- 
ry confeſſed under his own hand-writing to the 
Prince,thatDoGor Allens book ſent him out of France, 
redoubled his former conceits that every word in it 
was a warrant to a prepared mind. It taught, that 
K ings may be excommunicater, deprived; and vio- 
lently handled. Ir proveth, that all war, forreign and 
civil, undertaken for Religion is honourable. 

Now he that may fight may kill, war againſt the 
Prince, and murthber of the Prince ate inevitable con- 
ſequents. Ir is nor,fay they, murthering,bur cenſuring 
by the judgment of the Holy Church. As though that 
Church could be boly, which contradicteth the Holy 
Ghouſt. The Phariſees did not wurther, they did bur 
cenſure Chriſt as worthy to die, and then delivered 
hm to the ſecular power , but yet St Stephen ſaid un- 
to them, Ton betrayed and murdered the juſt one, As 
7. Prayer and patience are weapons for Chriſtians to

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+ gain deliverance. Sommerfields Dagg',, and. Paries 
Dagger are Diveliſh means to diſpatch Princes, unfit 
xxvy. weapons for Chriſtians, bur fit for Jeſuits and Mur- 
therers, He had attempted to kill Hugh Hare in his 
Chamber, (in whole debt he was) and by that fo 
much the fitter to imbrue his hands in chat blood of 

his Princeſs. 
1:0 In the ſame. Parliament were more Laws made a» 
nſtrapiſts. gainſt Teſuitsand Prieſts,(for the preſervation of the 
Gueens perſon) who ſtill purſued the Bull of Pins 
Quintus, viz. That they fhould depart the Realm 
within 40 daies ; that if they returned,they ſhould be 
guilty of High Treaſon ; that thoſe broughe up 71 Se- 
minaries, if they returned not within ſix Months af- 
ter denuntiation, ſhould be guiley of High Treaſon; 
that Children ſent to forreign and Popiſh Seminaries 

hould not ſucceed in any Inheritance, &c, 

Notwithſtanding all the means mild or ſevere, the 
Queen could ule , pardoning and baniſhing ſome, 
condemning others, yet the ſame implacable and 
bloody Spirits were ſtill aftive at home and abroad : 
All plotting and conſpiring che death of the 
Queen,the Fugitives and Jeſuits ſuggeſting differing 
Councels to the Queen of Scots, and fome of chem be- 
gan to forge a new Q- feigned title in the {uccefſion of 
the K ingdom of England tor the Speyniard. And the 
Queen of Scots herſelf confe(ling, that a Prieſt came 
unto her, and (aid,that if ſhe would nor intermeddle, 
ſhe and her Son both ſhould be excluded from the 
inheritance: But the Priefts name ſbe would not tell, 
and ſaid moreover, that the Spaniard did lay clain: 
ro 
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to the K ingdom of England,and would not give place 
to any but to her. And that a Book was lent unto 
her to avow the Spanirds title: In the Engliſh ſe- 
minary at Rheims, out of I know not what opinion, 
of the Omnipotency of the Byſhop of Rome,ſome were 
of belief, that the Bull of Pins Quintus againſt the 
Queen was diftated by the Holy Ghoſt, perſwaded 
themſelves,and others ambitious of the glory of Mar- 
tyrdom,that it was meritorious to take away the lives 
of Princes Excommunieate; yea, Martyrdom to loſe 
ones life in that cauſe, Theſe things Gyffard a Dr. 
in Divinity, Gilbert Gyffard, and Hogdſon Prieſts 
inculcated fo deeply into Fohn Sawage, (a Baſtard 


he acquainted one Anthony Babington therewith, 
who doubting the fucceſs hereof, plotted new Stra- 
tagems, about invading the Realm by Forreigners,, 
the Havens where they ſhould arrive, the aid that 
ſhould joyn with them, the delivery of the Q een of 
Scots, and about committing the Tragical execution 
of the Queen, as he termed it : His Afſfociates were 
Edward Windſor, brother to Lord Windſor, Thomas 
Salisbury , Charles Tilney, one of the Queens Penti- 
oners, Chidiok Tichburn, Edward Abington, and di- 
vers others. One Poll having infinuated himſelf in- 
to their aſſociation, was thought to have revealed 
all cheir Counſels day by day to Walfingham. Gyf-- 
fard allo revealed the conſpiracy ro Walſingham:. 
The Queen.as ſoon-as ſhe underſtood thar fo. diſmal a 
ſtorm hung over her head, both at home and a-

Elizabeth and coming into England for that purpoſe, «. 
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broad, ſhe commanded them to be apprehended, 
whereof ſeven of them were arraigned 13. Sept. 29. 
Eliz. 1536. confeſſed themſelves guilty, and were 
condemned of High Treaſon : the next day but one 
other ſeven of the Conſpirators were in like ſort ar- 
raigned, confeſſed themſelves guilty, and were con- 
demned of High Treaſon, the 20th of the ſame month 
the firſt ſeven were banged in St. Giles fields, their 
privities cut off, bowelled alive --- and quarteted. 
Ballard askedGod forgiveneſs and theQueen,if he had 
ſinned againſt her. Babington ingeniouſly acknow- 
ledged his offences, crying, Parce mihi Domine leſs. 
Barnewel extenuates his crime under colour of Reli- 
gion and Conſcience. Tichburn with all humility ac-! 
knowledged his fault, and ſo did Tilney. Abington 
caſt forth threats and terrors of blood to be ſpile ere 
long in England, The next day the other ſeven ſut- 
fered the ſame kind of death in the ſame place, but 
more favourably by the Queens ſpecial commandment, 
who naturally deteſted all kind of torture and cruel- 
ty, for they all bung till they were dead before cut 
down. Salisbury was very penitent warningthe Ca- 
tholicks not to attempt the reſtauration of Religion by 
force and Arms. And\o did Dunn, Fones proteſted 
he had diſiwaded Salisbury from the attempt, and 
condemned Babington, Charnock and Travers gave 
them(clves to prayer, commending themlelves whol- 
ly to God and the Saints. Gage extolling the Queens 
great bounty to his Father, deteſted his own trayte- 
rous ingratitude towards her. Hierom Bellamy, with 


_confuſton and filence cloſed up the number. Though 


thele 
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theſe were Papiſts; yet it can never be proved by a- 
ny Logick, that they died for their Religion ; but for 
palpable and borrid Treaf on. AndBurleighLord Trea- 
ſurer, did ſhortly after aſſure the Queen of Scots (de- 
firing che Catholicks might nor be pur ro death) that 
no good Subje& was ever put to death for Religion, 
but ſome have been for Treaſon; while they main- 
tained the Popes Bull and Anthority againft the 
Queen. And certainly, ſhe in prudence could do no 
leſs, evenin this Critical time; chan put her ſevereſt 
Laws in execution ; for the ſame year, viz. 1586 XxXVl 
ſhe did declare to her Parliament then ſitting, that 

it was-not long ſince that ſhe ſaw, and read an Oath, 
whereby ſome had bound themſelwes to kill ber within 

a Month. And yet it was a great affliction to her, 

that ſhe who had pardoned fo many Rebels, winked 

at ſo many Treaſons, or negle&ed chem with ſilence, 

ſhould yet be forced to further ſeverities; which the 

could not avoid, for that the ſafery of the Realm, and 
Parliament was involved in her. 

The Q#een could not yet be quiet for them, the rw als 
year following, viz. 3o Eliz. 1587. Lord Aubeſpine and »eody 
the French Ambaſſador Leiger in England tampered — 
covertly with William Stafford (whoſe Mother was 
one of the Queens Bedchamber ) and his brother at 
thar time legier Ambaſſador in France, for taking a- 
way Queen Elizabeths life, than he dealt more overt- 
ly by Trappy his Secretary, with one Moody then a 
priſoner, a notable Hack$er , which being diſcove- 
red by Stafford, Trappy was taken ſtealing into 
France, who confeſſed the whole matter : Moody

wy .— Then followed the Admirable year, ſo called and 
pic 88. foretold by an Aſtronomer of K onigsberge x00 years 


before ; together with the Spaniſh Invaſion,by his In- 
wvincible Armado, which had bcen full three years 
in rigging and prepraring, but was within one Month 
many times affayled, and at laſt defeated by the Eng- 
liſh, and fo righely to be called by us the Admrable 
year. Duce famina faGii. 

Thus did God do great things by the weaker ſex, 
and preferved her fingle perſon from multitudes of 
Trayterous men, and Nations, Scotch, French, Spa- 
niſh, &vc. 

The Spaniard reſted not here, but the very nexc 
year 1589. he renewed his former defign of infeſting- 
England bythe way of Scotland.In which defign they 
eſpecially employed Robert Bruiſe a Prieft,Chreifon, 
& Haies Feſnites; who ealily drew to their party the 
Earl of Huntley, Arrol, Crawford, and others, bur 
were quickly defeated by the King. Inthe year 
1590 Þrian O Rore rebelleth in Ireland, and in the 
year 1591. the Baſpbemer- Hacket (who though he 
worthily deſerved death, for his horrid Blaſphemies, 
yet was indifted of Treaſon) confeſſed himſelf guil- 
ry and was executed, He was a Proteſtant by pro- 
feflion, for the Genewa Diſcipline, and propheſficd, 
that from thenceforrh there ſhould be no more Popes. 
His Btaſphemies T pals by, his Treaſons were, that he 


endea- 


endeavourcd to raife Rebellion, taxgbr,that it was law- 
fal tor a true Chriſtian, though a Country Peaſant, to 
inform K ings how to ſway the Scepter, and to depoſe 
the O neen ber ſelf, unleſs ſhe would adwance a Refor- 
mation, meaning that of Genews : that he had often 
given out, that the Queen had forfeited her titleto 
the Crown, and had furiouſly defaced her Arms,and 
PiSure drawn in a Table, ſtriking his dagger through 
her breaft. And might not he upon as good grounds 
complain that he died for Religion: (intending by his 
praGiſes, only a purer Reformation) as any ofthe 
Popiſh Traitors, which did aQ all to reſtore their Re- 
[:gion? evenas well, and fol leave him, and his com- 
panions Arthington and Copinger together. In the 
year 1593-Richard Has ket was condemned &execu- 
ted forTreaſon,who being ſecretly ſent by the Engliſh 
Fugitives, perſwaded Ferdinand Farl of Darby, to 
take upon him the title ofthe Crown, fetching his Pe- 
digree from his great Grandmother Mary, Daughter 
(or according to ſome Margaret Mother ) of H. the 
7th, making him large promiſes of men and money 
from the Spaniard; but the Earl diſcovered him, 
and (o this man died as much and as cruly for Reli- 
gion as his Predeceſſocs. 

In the year 1594. there was a book ſet forth and 
dedicated ro Eſſex, under the counterfeit name of 
Doleman a Prieft, but was verily believed to be pen- 
ed by Cardinal Allen, Six Francis Englefield, and 
Parſons, declaring, that no man but a Roman Catho- 
lick , of what propinquity of blood ſoever he be, is 
tobe admitted King of England. And as theſe learned 

H 2 Fugitives 
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Fugitives ſtudied by this and other books to advance 
the Infanta of Spain to the Scepter of England; fo 
others of their faith and number attempted the ſame 
by bloudy means, ſending privily certain marderers 
to kill the Queen,and' fome Spaniards attemptel it by 
poiſon,and therefore uſed the help of Roderigo Lo- 
pez a Tew, and Phyſitian to the Queens houſehold , 
and of Stephen Ferreira Cama, and Emmanuel Loiſie 
Portugals, who by means of Lecters intercepted, be. 
ing apprehended, were about the end of February 
arraigned in Guild-Hall at London, and charged by 
their own confeſſions to have conſpired to make away 
the Qucen by poiſon, they were all condemned, and 
after three months, hanged at Tyburn. And did not 
Lopez. forſooth the Few, dic in this Treaſon as much 
for his Religion as the Portugals did for theirs ? even 
all alike. 

If the Papifts aſſertion that they die for their Con- 

cience and Religion , when they are thus executed 

for Treaſon and Rebellion were truth, then no K ing- 
dom could fecure themſelves by good and whol- 
ſome Laws, from the conſpiracies of Turks, Jews, 
Papiſts, or of any other {e& whatſoever; bur the ar- 
gument wou'd be as ſtrong for one as the other. 

The next day after that thele were condemned, 
was Patrich Cullen an Iriſh man condemned; who 
had Iuſty promiſes:Irom the Frgitives in the Low- 
Countries, and was privily ſent with money for his 
charges to kill the Queen, which he both confeſſed, 
and was proved againſt him, and was executed accor- 
dingly. Edmund York allo, and. Richard Williams 

were 
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were apprehended , being ſuborned by Thara the 
Spaniard, and thoſe Fugitives, Hugh Owen, Thomas 
Trogmorton, Holt the Feſnite, Gyffard and W, orthing- 
ton Profeſſors of Divinity, &c. to kill the Queen, as 
alſo other Incendiaries ſent to fire the Navy with 
balls of wild-fire, and were in the year 1595 execu- 

" ted ar Tyburn for High Treaſon. For York confeſſed, 
that Holt che Feſuite, Hugh Owen, Facomo de Fran- 
ciſco and others, had offered him an Aſſigamenc of 
40000 Duckets ſigned with the hand of Ibara, if he 
would kill the Queen himſelf, or afliſt the ſaid Kich- 
ard Williams in killing her : that this Aſſignmene re- 
mained in-depoſito in Holts hands, that Holt kiſſing 
the HolyGhoſt, ſware that the money ſhould be paid, 
as ſoon as the murther was committed, and that he 
bound Yorkand Will;ams by an Oath and the Sacra- 
ment of the Euchariſt. Thus the Engliſh Fugitives, 
as well Prieſts as other lewd perſons, according to thar 
Amtichriſtian and belliſh maxim of theirs, that Prin- 
ces excommunicateby Popiſh Authority are to be root- 
edout - and the Spaniſh Miniſters mad to (et the 
Crown of England on their Maſters head, and our of 
hatred ro the Queen, who had ruined their Invincible 
Armado, and out of fear ſhe ſhould alſo ruine that o- 
ther and ſir»pger now preparing for the conqueſt of 
England again, for that alſo ſhe had in the Nether- 
Lands other wile curbed him,did with more fierceneſs 
and implacability than ever, apply themſelves to the 
ucter deſtrufion of the Queen and the Realm. Bur 
ſhe was well preſerved, becaiſe fignally preſerved by 
God, whoſe Providence was moſt eminently ſeen, as 
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1n many others, ſo in this, that whilſt ſome of the(e 
wicked Caitif's excited ſome to Aflaſſinate and mur- 
der her by blood, and poyſons, others of them for 
gain revealed the ſame, others of them being treache- 
rous among themſelves, precipitated others of them- 
{elves into deſtrufion, intrapping and charging one 
another, ſo the juſt God found them our, and in the 
ſnares which they had laid for the Queen and Realne 
were catched themſelves. 

So Edward Squire, Anno 1598. being ſeduced by 
Walpool an Engliſh Jeſuite (whilſt he was in the in- 
quiſition) to the Romiſh Religion, and by him procu- 
red to poyſon the Queen, and the Earl of Eſſex, who 
giving him the poyſon wherewith he annointed the 
Queens pomel of her Saddle, and the Earl of Eſſex 
his Chair (but it took no effet)which Walpool find- 
ing,and therefore ſuſpeQting Squire had deluded him, 
brake his vows, and though he was his Confeſſor yet 
betrayed him, and ſo was cxecuted ſhortly after. 
Walpool, or ſome for him, printed a Book, whercin 
he denied all which Squire had confeſſed. 

Thus I have ſummarily particularized moſt of the 
Popiſh perſons that ſuffered in Queen Elizabeth's 
daies, ſhewing their Treaſons in fa# for which they 
were executed , and the Statutes on which they were 
indiGed; and thoſe others that arc not herein named, 
were either Aſſociates with ſome or other of thoſe 
that are named, and fo alike guilty; or elſe were 
arraigned on ſome one or other of the Statutes, that 
made their FaGs alſo Treaſon, and lo were not with- 
out their Boy to forewarn them that they ſhould noe 
be ſplitred, | And 
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And thus did God in his wonderful providence 
ſuffer the Sword of Rome to be ſheathed in the bowels 
of Roman Vaſſals, whilſt he mightily protefed the 
Queen whilſt the fought his Batcels againſt the Biſhop 
of Rome and all his Complices and Confederates. 
All which conſidered, it is clearly evident to all un- 
biaſſed perſons, that the proceedings againſt the Pa- 
piſts. in Q. Elizabeth's daies were not violent, bur 
moderate ; nay, abſolutely neceſſary, unleſs ſhe ſhould 
by a ſupine Indulgence have contributed to the Ruine 
of ber Crown and Dignity, and of that pure Doftrine 
and Religion whereof God had made her (though 7 
Virgin ) a Nurſing Mother, and a ſtout and undaunted 
Defender. 

By the premiſles it doth allo appear , that her pro- 
ceedings againſt them were generally ſteered by Two 
Principles : 1. That Conſciences are not to be forced, 
but to be won by ſolid Reaſons, good Inftrudions, and 
Perſwaſions. 2. That ſcruples of Conſcience, when 
they become excentrick , ( by excceding their 
bounds, and tend towards faftion, and adminiſter oc- 
caſion of diſſention and diſturbance in Church or 
State ) they then loſe their proper nature, Priviledge 
and Prerogative : And then Soveraign Princes ought 
diſtinQtly to puniſh the practice or contempt, though 
coloured with pretences of Conſcience or Religion. 

According unto theſe and ſuch like Principles, her 
Majeſty diſliking tyrannizing over conſciences with: 
Rigour A 12 mode de bon Pape (who according to the 
French Proverb eft un meſchant Homme ) although 
ſe ff uffered but the exerciſe of one Religion ; well 


knowing; 
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knowing, That to toller:te two Religions by publick, 

Authority in her Kingdom (the People whereof were 
fierce and warlike , and apt to fall from difſention of 
mind to fiding and blows  ) was not only irreligious 
but unſafe, and would indanger the peace and welfare 

thereof ; and therefore would not eſtabliſh ſo great au 
impiety by a Law, yetdid ſhe connive at the Papiſts 
with great lenity, and would not revive (as ſhe juſtly 
might have done ) the Laws made the 28. & 35. of 
her Father, nor yet preſs the taking of the Oath of 
Sapremacy (the bare refuſal whereof without farcher 

circumſtance was made Treaſon) but on the contrary, 

rempered her Law fo graciouſly, that the harſh ap- 

pellation of Supream Head ( ſo unpleatant to Romiſh 

ears, though given and aſcribed to her Father by Ro- 

miſb Biſhops and ſubmitted unto by them all her 

Fathers Reign ) was turned into Swpream Governor, 

and the penalty of Treaſon for the refuſal thereof 
turned only into adiſablement to take any promoti- 

on, or co exerciſe any charge; and that allo with a 

liberty of being reinveſted during life, when ever they 

would take it; nay, ſhe checke the greedinels of her 

Officers of the Exchequer for detaining the Penſions 
of Religious men rurned out of Abbies, and com- 

manded that they ſhould be paid to the uttermoſt 

farthing. 

- Notwithſtanding this her gracious Indulgence & 
Clemency for many years together towards faGtious 
Papiſts (never to be obliged by any Sacrifice leſs than 
that of ſouls of Nations to the Pope's Tribunal ) yet 
did Pins Quittrs ( as hath been intimated) Excom- 


munaicate 
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municate ber Majeſty, by a Bull hung up ac the ' B:- 
ſhop of Londons Palace, whereby ſhe was in a fort 
roſcribed, her Subjefts under pain of Damnation 
commanded from their obedience to her ; and chat 
thereupon followed the Rebellion in the North : yet 
did not this provoke her neither beyond the making 
ofa Law againſt that ſpecial caſe of bringing in or 
publifhing of Bulls, and the like Inſtruments, and a- 
nother prohibition,but not on pain of Treaſon againſt 
the bringing in of AgnusDet's, Hallowed beads,and 0- 
| ther ſuch Romiſh traſh and trumpery , well known 
not to be any eſſential part of the Roman Religion. 
In other points her Majeſty continued her former le- 
nity and connivence. 

For until about the 20. year of her Reign, or lon- 
ger, they had their ſervice of God, in their private 
Houſes; in a manner without puniſhment, although 
it were prohibited by a Law, under a penalty. And 
indeed many of their Tribe did frequent our Churches 
until the Pope made it a Signum diſtiniivum, by de- 
creeing ( that to come to Church before reconcilement 
was to live in Schiſm ;, but to come to Church after 
Reconcilement, was abſolutely hereticaland damnable. 

But about the 27. year of her Reign, or {omewhat 
before ; when ſhe had diſcovered the proud aud waſt 
deſign of the Spaniard (not without other confede- 
rates) to Invade her Dominion, and Aſſaſinate her 
perſon, both by Naval preparations, and by ſending 
Prieſts, Engliſh fagitives out of the ſeminaries, who 
ſhould by vow taken at ſhirft reconcile her Subjefts 

from her Obedzence, and to adhere to the Forreigner 
[ at 
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at his Parley YER and.king many of them to attempe 
againſt her Majeſties, ſacred perſon, wheeeby many 
that were before Papiſts in Cuſtom,were now-become 
Papiſts in trea ſonable faStion and conſpiraties; the 
rruth.of which, being witneſſed by the confeflons oh 
many, extorted. new Laws; for the puniſhment of ſuch 
as ſhould ſubmit themſelves tg;Reconcilements, or Re- 
nuntiations of Ohedience. For this manner of Recon- 
cilement in confeſſipn,.is of, the ſame.nature and ope- 
ration that the, Bull it (elf. was oh, with this only diffe- 
rence, that the Bull diſcharged the ſubjeRs, of their 
obedience, at unce and openly, and.Shrift did it oneby 
ove, and conſequently, more ſecretly, and more infinu- 
atively into the Conſcience, being, Jained; with ao leſs 
matter than abfolution from mortal ſen, 

And becauſe this kind of Treaſon walked like Faux 
his dark. lanthons altogether im darkne(s and ob{curi- 
ty, therefgre. there were added new Laws againſt Re- 
cuſants. containing a pecuniary mul, not {p mach to 
enforce, Conſciences.really and truly ſcrupulous, as to- 
prevent. thoſe that were indifferent and ambiguous, 
whether they were.recandiled or not, Andalſoana-:: 
ther Law whereby, the, ſeditious Prieſts: of the new/ 
flamp and edition (ipawned from the new eredted Se- 
minaries abroad.) were exiled. And thoſe that: 
were at that time, within che Rea/m were ſhipped. 
over, and lo. commanded to keep hence on pain-of 
Treaſon. 


Notwithſtanding all rhele ſevere AGts, her Maje- 


ftres favour and grace was eminent not only to- 


wards ſuch'of them as ſhe was perſwaded wete conſci- 
entious 
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ent ions, wot fattions ; bat alſo towards delinguents in 
the higheſt degree, even when convicted by Law, if 
they would avow (that in cafe this Rea/m ſhould be 
invaded by a Forreign Army, by Papiſts, or by the 
. Popes Authority for the Catholick cauſe, (as they 
term it) they would take part with her Majeſty, and 
not adhere to her Enemies. ) | 

Before that year there never was atiy capital or fe- 
vere puniſhment inflicted upon any of her SibjeS&s 
as they had relation to the Romrſh Religion by the 
Laws formerly made. 

It is moſt apparent, that this ſtrange and unparal- 
ted conſticution of affairs did naturally ſuggeſt utits 
the wiſdom of her Majeſty, that it was high tinie'td 
provide for the ſafety of her Perſon, Nation, and 
Religion by more ſevere Laws, and to put the' ſe- 
vereſt im execution, and that (her long contittued 
gracions idulgence' having had rio better ſucceſs not 
produced any better effe&s ) it was nor ſafe to corit 
nue it towards them any longer. 

Of all which though ſhe was not ignorant, and 
though ſhe wanted not the inſtigation of ſome zea- 
lous Miniſters of Fuſtice, which never thoughr their 
Country fafe unleſs the Laws were rigorouſly execu- 
ted : yet the Queen as a manifeſt badge of her Innate 
Royall Debonnaire nature, did ſo blunt the edge of 
her Laws, with her ſweerneſi and clemency, that but a 
very few Prieſts, in reſpe of the number that had 
merited death, did ſuffer it. 

Theſe few of many footſteps of the Queens pro- 
grels in her fortifications againſt Popiſh Vſurpati- 
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bo Death inflided on Roman Catholicks, 
ons, | have thus ſlightly hinted and epitomized,not by 
way of Defence, (for it needs ir not) but in ſome 
meaſure to ſhew the method, Prowocations and gra- 
dations according to which ſhe proceeded and ſteered, 
and by which ſhe was highly and full ſore againſt her 
will and Royal inclinations forced ro do as ſhe did, 
for that neither her Perſon, Kingdoms nor Religion 
could otherwiſe have been ſafe without that vigilan- 
cy,(both at home and abroad) Courage and Prudence 
that ſhe uſed. Neither were theſe her Proceedings in 
the leaſt manner of kin to thoſe bloudy and unchri- 
ſtianlike Maſſacres in the Catbolick Countries, which 
proceeded meerly from Rancour and Pride, and not 
from. any neceſlity of State, as here they did moſt 
_ demonſtratively. 

Look back and view with ſhame enough, how ma- 
ny Rebellions your fellows have made within theſe 
laſt 600 years. How many Princes they bawe diſ- 
placed, poyſoned, and murdered, the Spaniſh Inquiſi- 
tion, your French and Piemont maſſacres, old and 
new, to which, add thoſe in Ireland, in all which you 
murdered men, women, and children, by 1000 and: 
10000, againſt the very grounds of all equity, piety, 
charity and humanity, without convitting, accuſing, 
or ſomuch as calling them before any Fudge to hear 
what was miſhked in them, arc able to make ſober 
and good men at their wits end, and to make them 
juſtly doubt, ſince ye refuſe the courſe of all D:- 
vireand Humane Laws with them, whether by the 
Law of nature they might not have defended them- 
{elves againſt ſuch barbarous blood-ſuckers, yet if che

Laws of the Lond whereia they live do not permit 
them to guard and defend their lives when they are 
aſſaulted with unjuſt force againſt Law, or if they 
take Arms as you do, to depoſe Princes, we will not 
quit them of Rebel/zon ; your lives were not bunted 
after for Religion, as theirs were; Nothing was at- 
tempted againſt you without due courſe and tryal of 
Law, to which you were bound, and yet no more 
bound than all the reſt of her Highneſs Subje&s : To- 
wards them in Queen Maries daies, no. Law was 0b- 
ſerved, no ſangainary Law tranſgreſſed, and yet fire 
and faggor flamed, as if from the nethermoſt Hell : 
No puniſhment was laid on any of you, but by the: 
full conſent of King, Lords and Commons, and that 
openly decreed in Parliament, according to: the Go- 
ſþel rule, No Law, no: tranſgreſſton; and therefore 
they openly, and publickly gave you ſufficent warn- 
ing and caution, that you might have avoided the 
dangers, and- penalties, which otherwiſe youmight 
unwitringly have incurred. The Friers preſume 
to putall to death chat ſtand in their way , «por 
their ſole Anthority,that have nought todo wich other 
mensSabjeFs. We thankGod,not you,that theCommo-- 
tions we had inQueen Eliz. daies,8& ſince raiſed & fo- 
mented by you, took noteffe& according to your de- 

f1gns,you did your beſt for ſucceſſtve generations toge- 
ther,to procure Inwaſions from abroad,& ro promote: 

& cheriſh Rebellions & Treaſons at home, ſo that the 
Queen was (carce quiet all her daies fromtroubles rai- 
ſed by you, ſeeking ro continue the ſame by follici- 
ting Forreign Powers.to invade the Land, by diſpo- 
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fing the heartk of /al{-vhe Catbolicks within 'Rer Do. 
minions to wait for that day-3” by mamtamning and #z- 
oowing the Popes wicked claim to depoſe Princes 
for a point of ChriSlian Faith , by Canonizing the 
Northern Rebels itn your'open Writings for Martyrs, 
by refolying,, directing, and encouraging fundry def. 
perate Popiſh.perſons, that with riokic hands fought 
to atrempt your;Soveraign's life : Theſe be the things 
for: which they. died., . and inwbich there is not one 
grain of true Religion or obedience, towards God, of 
the Sowerergn Prince. The penalties even of Laws 
not ſangyinary laid on you , your Books did every 
where amplific with ſharpeſt expreſfions, as if it were 
Tyraany to touch the hems of your Garments, not- 
withſtanding youeven then thought to pull the Impe- 
rial Crown from the Princes bead, and'taught others 
ſo todo; and yet ſuch is:your conſcience , that you 
impole on-others Fire ' and. Sword, 'never chitking 
them: hot and ſharp enobgh. ' And! caſting of no' 
quicker or {marter Diſcipline here for divers years 
rogether , than the loſs of ewo ſhillings che week,' or 
ſome reſtraint of Liberty , you'yer cried'but of it as 
the greateſt Perſecution and Tribulation that ever' 
was fince the Goths and Vandals times. We ſpeak 
of things that are in the cies and ears of all men. 

What puniſhment'\did the Laws of this Rea/1y the 
firſt 20 years of her Majeſties Reign inflit on any 
Recuſant for Religion? but cither Impriſonment, or 
Amercement, which was as cafic as you could wiſh , 
eill within fix or ſeven years after, viz.

You require all Catholicks to 
put that boldly into their Creed, which the Pope him- 
{elf for 1000 years was aſhamed to profeſs; and no 
marvel, for that you now teach that for Religion, 
which the Word of God rejeQeth for Rebellion; You 
embrace that for Piety , which the Church of —_ 
abhorreth as, Iniquity : Some Feſuits and Prie$ts 
may be of leſs eurbulene Spirits than others, as men 3 
but as Prieſts, they are all Rebels, or Traytors, if they 
will be true to their PrieSthood and the Oath of Obe- 
dience, which they have taken to the Pope and Supe- 
riors; for, by the Rules of their Societie, they muſt 

obey the will of their Superior ( the Pope's Agent a- 
mongſt them) no otherwiſe than they would the 
voice of Chriit from Heawen : So Campian in his (e- 
condArticle confefleth,and Philip Howard Earl of A- 
rundel(reconcilcd to the Church of Rome more out of 
ſtomack than conſcience, as was generally believed) 
in Q. Eliz. time openly confeſſed in the Star-Cham- 
ber when Valonger's Cauſe about alibel was handled, 
that he that is throughly Popiſh, the ſame man cannot 
but be a Traytor. He was afterwards condemned in 
the 32. Year of her Reign for his Popiſb Treaſons. 

The carrying theſe ill Principles in your hearts, 
and the reconciling of others within the Realm, that 
they, might be readie to receive the like impreſſions 


at your mouths when time ſhould ſerve, were the very 
K cauſes 
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canſes why ſome of your Fellows taſted of her Maje- 
ſties juſt and provoked indignation. And if it were 


6 tyranny in the Prince to put them to death , that did 
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lay plots to rake away her Crewn and her life , and 
to write Books to avouch ic lawful for themſelves 
and all others ſo to do, when the Pope ſaith the word, 
then her Highneſs did you ſome wrong, But if by

hearts with leſs labour and more liking , though in- 
deed it be peſtilent pride in him, and a plain con- 
tempt of God and the Prince in you that ſhould 
obe .

When 
our late Kegicides dyed, dyed they I pray, becauſe 
Proteſtants, or becauſe | horrid Rebels and Traitors ? 
for Rebellion no doubt, not Religion, though happily 
they might have as ſtrong perſwaſions of Conſcience 
for what they did, as you could have. I am ſure their 
Arguments are as many,and moſtly taken out of your 
own forges, and their pretences by inward and ont- 
ward light as many, and as great as yours : and their 
ſucceſs as numerous for many years together, anima- 
ting them'ro the Gzbbet. This or that Religion excu- 
ſerch no man, Rebellion by Law Divine ts as the fin of 
Witchcraft, be it in Papiſt, or Proteſtant, and re- 
quires a Capital Law, Lege Talionis. He that fbed- 
eth blood, by man ſhall his blood be ſhed, for blood it 
defileth the Land, and the Land cannot be eleanſed of 
the blood that is ſhed therein, but by the blood of him 
that ſhed it, 35. Numb. 20. 33. 

Whoever confiders the fleight account you make 
of the Oath of Allegiance, will think it high time and 
right reaſon to provide more than ordinarily well for 
our ſafety, by the ftrifieft Laws, the multitude of 
Councellors can deviſe; and yer all will beto little 
purpole according to your doftrine, and Principles :

And that it is ſo declared already, the two Brewes of 
Pope Pins the 5th. dated in 08. 1606 and: m Sept. 
£607. do put it out of all diſpute, which two Brewes 
are moſt excellently _canvaſled by K ing 7 ames, of e- 
ver bleſſed memory, as alſo the Independent right of 
Kings againſt the uſurped power of the Pope. 

Ir hath bzen objeGted that Fohn Slade and Fobn 
Body, two famous Confeſſors in your eſteem, were 
condemned to death 15% 3. in publick Judgment, for 
confeſling their Faith of the Popes Spiritual Sowe- 
reignty, and for denying the Queen to be the head of 
the Church of England, and to have any ſpiritual Re- 
giment,and chat twice at two divers Seſſions. It is true 
their Tudgment was twice given (a thing very unu- 
tual, yet granted in ſpecial tavour to them, by her 
royal clemency, fo indulgent was ſhe, and loath they 
ſhould dic if they would have recanted) for that they 
complained that they were drawn before they were 
aware, 
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aware, and againſt cheir wills co utter fpeeches a« 
gainſt the Princeſi's Sword, for which they were con- 
demned. And therefore they were warned by the 
Fudge, to take. good heed and look: well about them 
before they raſbly offered themſelves tothe danger of 
the Law. And that it they did openly and peremptori- 
ly avow again, that the Pope was:ſmpream bead of the 
Church of England,and coufequently the Queen had no 
right to makg Laws, as ſhe had-dpne, but was ſubject 


to the Popes Decrees; and Cenſures, which is che main 


ground of all your Rebellion, and: his\ preſumption ; 
who beſides you (that are linked-:in the ſame cauſe 
with them) will ſay they died for Religion; and (not: 
rather for their wilful charging the Princeſi with u- 

urpation? And yielding the Pope that Dominion 
which he claimeth over Kingdoms, and you would 
fain eſtabliſh with untrue ſurmizes. : Beſides, you 
cannot be ignorant how H.-8. often put. to death as 
Treytors the Religions men, for their ftifneſi then in 
maintaining the Popes power,and was it Treaſon then, 
and isit not ſo now ?. It was obje&ed-by the ſaid Bo- 
dy at Andover, that he was put to death for denying 
her Majefty to be ſupream head of Chrifts Church in 
England, in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical. If he might be his 
own witneſs and Fudge, and all might go for Goſpel 
that he ſaid, or you in favour of him, then ye mighe 
might conclude what you pleaſed. But-no man. is 
compelled by the Laws of this Realm to confeſs any 
ſuch title in the Prince, and much lefs puniſhable by. 
death tor denying it ; and therefore the Martyr was a 
Lyar at the hour of his death,and either of malice in- 
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he died. The trath is, they were condemned on the 
Statute of Elin. for maintaining and defending the 
Furiſdifiion and power of the Biſhop of Rome, here- 
tofore claimed and uſurped in this Realm. Which ge- 
neral includethall the erroneous and rrairerous Aﬀer- 
tions of the Popes power, tending no way to Rel;- 
2i0n, but only favouring of the Popes pride, to be Ru- 
feriand difplacer of Princes.' Though you pleaſe to 
cake that for Spiritual which is Temporal, 8 call that 
Religion which in truth is Sedrtion &Treaſon,yet the 
mulciplying and wreſting of words and changing of 
names» doth not make your claim to be righteous, or 
che Laws of this Land to be Tyrannons,you muſt firſt 
ſhew that power, FTurifdition and Authority which 
your Holy Father hath herecofore claimed and uſed 
in this Kingdom, to be conſonant to the Laws of 
God, and Church of Chrift for 1000 years, betore we 
ſhall yield your friends and familiars died for Rel:- 
zon. 
: The Title and Claim that you make therennto by 
wertue of the Keys, and the Supremacy of his Holt- 
neſs, as being Spiritual things, will noe do your bafi- 
neſs. For, if you draw Princes Crowns and Swords 
within the limits of Peters Keys, you leave Religion, 
and batch Rebellion : Princes may defend that which 
1s their awn, againſt che Pope's unjuſt Claim, and un- 
lawfull force ; the Prince did not ſtrive with the 
Pope, neither for the Dignitic which he taketh above 
all Biſhops, nor for the power whereby he lcekerh to 
bind and looſe fin; in Heaven ( though therein alto 
he 
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he doth the Church-of Christ great: wrong , atid op- 
prefſerhy his Brethren )) bur only for her right to pu- 
nith, and command within her own Realm, Ecclefia- 
ftical Cauſes and Crimes as well as Temporal, and 


for the wrong which her,Majeſtie received when the 


was deprived of her Crown by that Vſurper, who had 
no warrant from Chriſt to diſquiet her Eſtate, and 
diſpoſe of her Crown. Theſe were the points com- 
priſed in her Highnels's Laws, and ſtand in full force 
ro this day. Againſt theſe if your raſh and: ill advi- 
ſed Brethren, would run headlong to their own per- 
dition, againſt the eſtabliſhed and known Law of the 
Land ( and of which they neither were nor could be 
ignorant) and when they were admoniſhed by the 
Magiſtrate to have better regard to their words and 
expreſſions, and having once before received the 
ſentence of Condemnation for the like expreſſions, 
they had the juſt reward of their unfaithful and dif- 
loyal hearts. And the Aflertion is trac , that theſe 
ewo ignorant yet obſtinate perlons, with ſome others 
that came not to any particular mention of the Pope's 
Bull againſt che Prince, but generally ſtood in defence 
of that Power to be good and lawful from whence the 
Bu'l procceeded, died in the fame quarrel with the 
reſt, thar purpoſely promored, detended, and afliſted 
the Bull, and ſo can be no witneſs of Chrifts truth, and 
elry, which would needs caſt away their lives for 
the Popes pride and Tyranny. 

What puniſhment the Prince will appoint for ſuch 
off-.nces as be commitced againſt him, ncicher you 
nor I have to do withal, we may do better to learn 
obe- 
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obcdience, than ſawcily to check the Magiſtrate for 
allotting ſuch penalties as we do not like. Yee this I 
will ſay, there is no Conſpiracy ſo pernicious and 


- dangerous to the State, as that which is lecreely 


ſtoln into the heart, upon a ſenſe of Devotion, and 
outwardly covered with a ſhew of Religion. If 
therefore the Prince ſeverely revenge both your Pre. 
tences in Opinion and Practtiſes in execution, abſurd. 

ly grounded on Peter's Keys , and wickedly derived 
thence for your removing of her Crown, defacing of 
her Perſon, and diminiſhing of her Kight, that rigor 
may well be defended, as coming from juſt and lawfull 
Authority, not without ſufficrent and evident neceſſity. 

Netther can you bring ought againſt it, but only that 
you profeſi it as a point of the Catholick Religion, not 

of any ſiniſter or dire intention to hurt her Majeſty, 
or any other Chriſtian Prince, which is moſt frivolous 
and falſe : For the Pope's Authoritic , Juriſdiction, 

and Power, claimed by him and ulurped within this 
Realm, and fince maintained, excolled, and defended 

by his Fanizaries, and ſuch of his Adberents as have 

ſuffered death , to preſcribe Laws as he liſt, ro com- 
mand Princes and interdi& their Realms; yea, to de- 
prive them of their Crowns , ablolve their Subjects, 
licenſe Rebellions, and diſpence with the murthering 
of Hereticks (as you call them even of Princes them- 
ſelves. This Authority, Furiſdiciion and Power we 
deny to be any Do&trine of Chriſtian Religion,or to be 
ſo much as once ſpoken or thought of : I lay, not by 
the Scriptures (which put no difference between the 
Pope and another Biſhop ) but by any Fatber, or 
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Councill, for 1000 years in the Church of God. Ie was 
the meer device and drift of Antichriſt to make him- 
ſelf mightic > when it was firſt attempted by Hilde- 
brand, and it is now mantled by his Janizaries with 
the name of Religion, becauſe they would poiſon the 
people the ſooner with that perſwaſion , and would 
have ſomewhat to ſay for themſelves when they be 
charged with Rebellion and Diſobedience towards the 
Temporal Magiſtrate. 

As for Supream Head,which ſo much diſguſts you, 
becauſe it infringeth the Power of the Pope, who. 
monopolizeth it to himſelf, and extends it further, 
and makes worle uſe of it than Temporal Princes do. 
Ic is certain,that that Title was firſt transferred from 
the Pope to H.8S. by the Briſbops of your own fide, 
not of ours. And though the Paſtors in Edw. 6. 
time might not well diſhike , much leſs diflwade the 
ſtiles of the Crown, by reaſon the King was under 
age til] he died, yetas ſoon as it pleaſed God to ſet- 
tle O. Eliz. in her Fathers Throne; the Nobles and 
Preachers perceiving the word Head of the Church 
(which is Chriſt s praper and peculiar honour ) ep be 
oftcnſive ro many, that had vehemently refelled che 
lame in the Pope,belought her Highneſs che meaning 
of that word her Father had uſed, might be exprel- 
ſed in lome apter and plainer terms, and ſo ſhe was 
called Supream Governor of her Realm, #. e. Ruler 
and Bearer of the Sword, with lawful Authority to 
command and puniſh, an{werable ro the Word of 
God in all Spiritual and Eccleſtaſtical things, and 


caules as well as in temporal. And no forreign Prince 
or 
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or Prelate to.have any Fariſdifion, Superiority, or 
Authority to eſtabliſh, prohibit, corre& and chaſtiſe 
with publick Laws, or temporal Pains any Crimes 
or cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, or Spiritual within her 
Realm. It was ſcandaloufly given our that H. 8. did 
facrilegiouſly and blaſphemouſly profeſs himſelf $u- 
pream Tudge of of Do&fitrine, and Diſcipline , which 
made Calvin, Lutber,and chey of Magdeburge diſlike 
it. And indeed it is the blaſphemy that all good 
hearts rexet and abominate in the Biſbop of Rome. 
But for ought that ever I could learn H. 8. did ne- 
ver aſſume any ſuch thing upon him. But it was 
Gardiners ftratagem to convey the reproach, and the 
ſhame of the fix Articles from himlelt and his fellows 
that were Authors of them, and ro caſt it on the : 
K ings Supream Power Anno. 15 40. which were ſan- 
guinary indeed, and to the purpoſe, but on your ac- 
count, not ours, by your procurement, not ours. The 
like was objeacd againſt the Queen. Bur we ſay that 
neither ſhe, nor her Succeſſors, Kings of this Realm, 
by this title did or do challenge, 'or do we by our 
Oath give them power to debate, decide, and deter- 
mine any point of Faith, or matter of Religion, much 
leſs to be ſupream Tudge of all Doftrine and Diſci- 
pline. Bur if in this Real, you or any other of diffe- 
rent perſwaſion, will have aſſiſtance of the Magiſtrates 
Sword to ſertle the truth, or prohibit error, and by 
wholſome puniſhments prevent the diſorder of all de- 
grees, and ro eredt Churches or publick places of 
worſhip, and cſtabliſh a maintenance for a Goſpel Mi- | 
niftery, and Religion by a Law, that Authority lyeth 
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in neither Pope nor Prelate, but only in the civil Ma- 
giftrate. And therefore in her Dominions you could 
neither eſtabliſh DoGrine nor Diſcipline, nor yet a 
maintenance by publick Laws without her conſent 
and approbation. This neither Calvin, nor the Com- 
pilers of the Centuries, nor any other of found Reli- 
gion, everdid , or juſtly can miſlike. Only Feſuites 
and their Adberents, would fain reſerve this power to 
the Pope in all Ch —_ Realms, becaule they are ſure 
he will allow and (uffer no Religion but his own, and 
ſo long their profeflion ſhall not miſcarry. I ſhall 
draw towards a concluſion with the words and ſenſe 
of that great Defender of the Faith, againſt the Pope 
and his Cardinals, King James and of the Papiſts 
themſelves. The K ing in his Premonition to all Chri- 
ftian Monarchs, &vc. affirms, that as for the cauſe of 
their puniſhment,I do conſtantly maintain that which 
I have ſaid in my Apology : That no man either in my 
time, or in the [ate Queens ever died bere for his Con- 
ſcience. For let him be never ſo devout a Papiſt, nay 
t hough he profeſs the ſame never ſo conſtantly,his life 
is no dangrr by the Law, if be break, not into ſome 
outward act expreſly againſt the words of the Law, or 
Plot not ſome unlawful, or dangerous praftiſe or at- 
tempt, Prieſts and Popiſh Church-men only excepted 
that receive orders beyond the Seas, who for the ma- 
nifold treaſonable praftiſes that they hawe kindled 
and plotted in this Country, are diſcharged to come 
bome again under pain of Treaſon, after the receiving 
| the ſaid Orders abroad, and yet without ſome other 


guile in them, than their bare bome-coming, have 
L 2 none 
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none of them been ever put to death. Indeed in 
Queen Maries time, no ſorts of cruel deaths wore ſþa- 
red unexecuted upon men, women, and children pro- 
feſſeng our Religion, yea againſt the Laws of God and 


nature; Women with child were put to crucl death 


for their profeſſton, and a living child falling out of 


the motbers belly, was thrown into the ſame fire again 
that conſumed the Mother. But theſe tyrannous per- 
ſecutions were done by the Biſhops of that time, un- 
der the warrant of the Popes Authority, and nor by 
our Laws and Cuſtoms. Ore thing is alſo to be nrar- 
ked in this caſe, that ſtrangers are never called in 
queſtion here for their Religion, which is far other- 
wiſe I bope in any place, where the Inquiſition Do- 
mines, fol. 336. When the Queen of Scots complain- 
ed to the Commiſſioners, that Catholicks were 
executed for their Keligion,and proteſted thar ſh» had 
rather moſt gladly ſpend: her own life, than tor her 
ſake the Catholicks ſhould be fo afflited and drawn to 
cruel death, The Lerd Treaſurer Burley did knowing- 
ly aſſure her, that no man which had ſhewed himſelf 
a good Subje$t was ever put to death for Religion,but 
fome had been for Treaſon, while they maintained 
the Popes Bull and Authority againſt the Queen, the 
Queen replied ſhe had heard and read otherwiſe, and 
the Lord Treaſurer replied, that the ſame Anthors 
do write that the Queen had forteired her Royal dig- 
nity. 

Now take the Judgment of the ſecular Prieſts 
themſelves (men of your own Profeſſion ) as to the 


merciful dealing of ber Highneſs, towards all of the 
Roman 
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Roman Faith and Profeſſcon, until provoked by their 
multiplied and horrid Rebellions. In the year 1602. 
being the 44th year of her Reign, the Feſuites and 
the ſecular Prieſts fell foul one upon another , with 
biceer pens, virulent tongues and books.' The Secu- 
lar Prieſts taking in great indignation, that Blackwel, 
ſometime a Student of Trinity Colledge in Oxford , 
who was wholly at the diſpoſing of Garnet General 
of the Teſnites in England, was made Arch-Prieft o- 
ver them, detrafted from his Authority. He therefore 
firſt deprived them of their faculties (as they call 
them) and ſhortly after they appealing to the Biſhop 
of Rome, he procured them by a Byok to be declared 
Schiſmaticks and Hereticks. This aſperſion they 
wiped off, and that by the cenfure of the Vniwverſity 
of Paris in favour of them. And ſerting forth one in 
the neck of another, they highly extolled the Queen, 
in thar from the beginning of her Reign, ſhe had dealt 
very favourably and mercifully with the Papiſts : 
For, firſt they ſhewed , that in the firſt 11 years of 
her Reign, ( notwithſtanding the many and early Po- 
piſh Rebellions, and attempts againſt her Crown: and 
life) there was not one Papiſt called in queſtion for 
bis life, for his conſcience or Religion; and that in 
full ten years after the Bull of Pius Quintus publiſhed 
* againſt her, andche Rebellions of the Papiſts, there 
were notabove twelve Prieſts put to death, and they 
convift of Treaſon, until the year 1580+, when the 
Jeſuits crept intoEngland.Thenthey ſhewedat large, 
that their unceſlant wicked praftifes againſt theState, 
put all chings into burly burly, much impaired the Ro- 
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man Rehgion, and drew-forth ſtrict and ſevere Laws 
againſt the Catholicks, yet were there not in ten 
years following above 5 © Prieſts executed, and 55 
more ({uch was her mercy) baniſhed , againſt whom 
fhe might have proceeded by Law. That trom that 
time there were Seminaries erected in Spain for En- 
gliſh men, by the procurement of Parſons an Engliſh 
Jeſuit, and-our of them were lent every year privily 
into England young and turbulent Prieſts. That 
this Parſons incited the S paniard ro invade England 
and Ireland again and again; And in a printed Book 
he maintained the Title of The King of Spain's 
Daughter to the Crown of England, and exatied an 
Oath of the Students in the Seminaries to maintain 
the ſame. That Holt of the ſame focicty of the Feſu- 
its {uborned Hesket to raiſe a Rebellion, and Cullen , 
York, and Williams to kill rhe Queen: and that Ial- 
pool a Feſuite perſwaded Squire to commitr the fame 
wicked fad by poyſon. Infomuch as the Queen ( who 
never thoughe that Conſcience was to be forced) could 
not but of _neceſlicy uſe ſeverity againſt thele kind 
of men, unleſs ſhe would betray her own, and her 
K ingdoms ſafety, and ſecurity. 

Parſons (whom they called Cowback,) they taxed 
as a Baſtord of the ſcum of the People,a man of a moſt 
ſeditions Spirit , a Sycophant , an Equivocator , a 
Broker of Kingdoms; The Defamatory Libels of 
the Feſwites againſt the Queen , they condemned 
of Falſehoed, and the Authors thereof of Treaſon, 
againſt God and her Majeſty. Arguing ſtrongly, that 
Faith and true Religion, are to be propagated, not by 
bloody 


N ot for telipion, 
bloody Arms, but by the Spirit of meckneſs, and mild- 
nes, Laſty,they beloughe 'the Engliſh Papiſts; that 
they would not ſend over their Children, ts be bred up 
in the Teſuits Seminaties, whoare wont to infate 
the poyſon of Treachery into their rendet minds with 
their firſt Rudiments. | 
The Queen and her Council not being ſatisfied 

whether rhefe contentions were in earnzft, or. colous 
rable only,” for that that ſhe found that hoth Tehieit's, 
and Priefts agreed in the main; to withdraw ber 
Subjefts from their obdiencets her, 'and to 'excnteithe 
people ro adyance the Romiſh Religion, ' even by 
Arm's. The Queem therefore by her iProclamazion, 
commanded borh the'one, and che other, ro depart 
the Realm'; not to return under pain of undergoing 
che puniſhment inflicted by: che Laws. And this 
was not'/grouridlefs. . -Foreven whilſt: theſe things 
were. ventilited\, Thomas Winter ( as he confetled 
afterwards) and Teſmund: .4 Teſnit, 'being ſentinto- 

Spain from ſome of them, 'privily plotted dangerous 
deſigns, to ent" off the Oween F es exclude! James 
King of Scots, from his moſt juſt title-of ſacceſſion to 
the Crown of England;” Indeed the ſecular Priefts 
did Queen Elizabeth but right in thus demonſracing 
to the world, her backwardneſs to force Religion, or 
pwniſh for it, "for the trath is, ſhe had felt the incon+ 
venience of it, iti her own perſon, for during the life 
of her Siſter Mary, the Papiſts were in great dread of 
her,giving out that theRomiſbRelig:on,the Queen and 
the Realm conld never beinfdafery while ſhe lived, 
and therefore threatned tothave her condemned of 
High 
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-High Treaſon or Hereſy. - And therefore Fobn Sto- 
ry Door of Laws,andothers of a mercilc(s diſpofiti- 
&n gave out, that the root of Hereſte ( meaning her ) 
was'to'be cut off, and not the branches only. And 
therefore all the Marian daies, ſhe, like a Pilot ina 
ſtorm governed ber ſelf very warily, heard the D#« 
vine ſerviceatter the Romiſh Religion, and was of- 
ten confeſſed, yea, at the rigorous ſollicitation of Car- 
dinal Pool, profeſſed her (elf for fear of death, a Ro- 
miſh:Catbolick,” Yerdid not Queen Mary believe her 
remembring, that ſhe her ſelf alſo for fear of death, 
had by Letters written with het own hand to her Fa- 
ther, both renounced for ever the Biſhop ,of Rones 
Authority in England, - and withal acknowledged ber 
Father to be ſupream Head of the Church of England 
ander Chriſt. Though Queen Mary were a Princeſs 
never.ſufficiently commended tor lier care of Religi- 
on according to her light; for her pitty and compalli- 
on towards the'Poor, arid bounty towards the Nob1il;- 
ty and Church-men. Yet her daies have been evil (po- 
ken of by 'reaſon of the i#nhamane cruelty of ber Ko- 
miſh Biſhops, for burning all places, the Proteſtants 


alive. For they conſumed more Bifbops, Miniſters, 


and common people, by this barbarous death, within 
the ſpace of five years, than as ſome have obſerved , 
H. the 8. (who alſo burned Proteſtants as Hereticks, 
by the Law of the 6 Articles) did in full 3o years , 
or England ſaw, ſince the time that in the Reign of 
King Fobn, Chriſtians agaioſt Chriſtians, firſt began 
amongſt as co exerciſe cruelty with fire and taggor. 


Notwithſtanding all cheſe remarkable and undeni- 
| able 
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able demonſtrations of the - merciful dealings of our 
Proteſtant Kings and Queens towards Papiſts, yer 
experience hath taught us, that it is very hard to per-- 

ſwade theſe kind of men (who by reaſon of their de- 
pendency on the Pope, are ſcarce Maſters of their own 
ſouls) to believe it or acknowledge it, ſo unthankful 
are they, andſuch wilful miſtakers of Treaſon for Re- 
ligion will they be prove what we will. 

However [ ſhall endeavour to diſcharge my duty to | 
my Sovereign & his Government,by manifeſting.thac 
as Q-Eliz. K. 7 ames,8& K.Charles the 1. ſo K. Charles 
the 2. our gracious Sovereign hath not been inferior 
to any of his Fredeceſſors in point of werciful dealing 
towards Papiſts,and thoſe not of the beſt ſort.of them 
only, bur rowards as Crzel and as Inhuman Popiſb Re- 
bels as ever the Sun did ſhine upon, who though re-c- 
ſtabliſhed in hisFathersThrone of Ireland without any 
Terms,Capitulations,or Conditions,8& {oF ure Belli & 
gentium +» Lege Talionis without breach of Faith or 
Articles (not excepting thole of 16 48.ſo much infiſt- 
ed on, and ſo mightily pleaded for by. P. WW. and ſo 
fully refuted by the Earl of Orery ) might by that 
zuſt Law (ſo often uſed and preſcribed by God him-- 
ſelf) have taken the lives and fortunes of all thoſe 

_blood-thirſty Popiſh Iriſh Rebels and. their Canfede- 
rates and Aſſociates, who in 1641. without. any pro- 
vacation rebelled, and that on the account of their 
Religion (if their own Manifeſto, and che Popes Bull 
animating and licenſing them thereto by bis Indul- 
gence for all their crimes be to be credited.) not only 


plundered the innocent Proteſtants of more perſonal 
eftate 


o 
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eftate'(as the-ſame noble and learned Exrt' bath -ob- 
ſerved) than the Fee ſemple of all the forfeited lands 
in Treland are worth ; but in a few months murcher- 
ed (without accuſing, convitting or laying any crime 
to any one mans charge )) above 200000 Innocents 
que Proteftants, and which aggravates their fin tothe 
higheſt, they moſt falſely and impndently pretended 
for their ſo doing his Fathers Authority, notwith- 
(ſtanding he had under his'Great Seal declared his a- 
*bominarion and dereſtation/thereof, which their Con- 
federates did fee at Trim in March 1642. 

Yet ſo gracious hath-our Sovereign been (follow- 
ing the royal patterns of his'Father,Grandfather & of 
Q. Eliz.) that as yet not one of them hath ſuftered 
death meerly for his Relrgion,and very many of them, 
it not moſt of them, nay it nor all of them,though guil- 
ry both of High Treaſon & of barbarons mbumanity, 
are pardoned and reſtored.orat leaſt not pumſhedby 
death, ſo far hath his Majeſtres Innate & incomparable 
Clemency overpoiled & biafſed his7udgment, 8 prevail- 
ed with himrto wave that Prudent regard wh hetcontl 
not chooſe bur ſee, & might juſtly have taken for' the 
ſafery of his Perſon, Peaple and Dominions. For 'it is 
well known that it is impoſſible for a Feſuited (I 
mightſay for any )Papiſt;if he be true roRomiſh Prive 
ciples and 'the Oath of Obedience ever' tobe a true 
Subje&toa Proteſtant (1 might lay ro any) Prince. 
And why then Przences meerly for reaſon of State and 
their own intereſt ſake only, withoutputing any duſt 
of Religion into the ballante, ſhonld' pot-make ufe of 

all the power that'God hath mvdſted them *withal'to 
pare their nails that would tear away their Crowns 
I can ſce no reaſon? As 
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viAZte vthboſs! Iv/#:iAxtsalss made

any one particle of them by any Law of God or Man, 


of War or Nations. The reaſon is demonſtrable, for 
that an Interloping uſurping Conqueror dilpollefſed 
both the Father and the Son, and alſo thoſe very Po- 


piſbConfederates with whom thoſe Articles were made. 
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diſpoſſeflerh the Vſurper again, and recovers Ireland 
as it were by a new Conqueſt, in ſuch caſe, I ſay, the 
Son or Succeſſor is not obliged to any Articles the 
Fatber made with his rebellious SubjeRs, no,nor if he 
had made them himſelf bugs freed pf all ſuch obliga- 
tions,bothJure Bell: &Fure Gentium,as the Civilians 


in like caſes have long fince decided it in their Books. 


I ſhall now end with the Poet | 
Que Regio in terris noſtri non plena Cruoris ! 
Scarce a Nation under Heaven wherein the Popes 
ower is as Lord Paramont, where the innocent blood 
of Proteſtants have not given abundance teſtimony of 
his Cruelty, Blood, Wrath, and Fury to his atrempt- 
ed depoſitions of K ings and Princes, and tranſlations 
of their Crowns, invaſions of their Dominions, baſe 
and ſecret conſpiracies againſt cheir Perſons, I con- 
clude 
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ſion, 'and "that the occaſions and motives. of all the 
Janguinary-and other Laws made againſt the Papiſts 
have had their uſt and” warrancable grounds from 
their rebellious and traiterous tenents and praiſes 
-againſt the quiet State of this Imperial Realm. 
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
